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LANSING MILLIS. 


A Biographical Sketch of Lansing Millis, ordered to be prepared and 
spread upon the Town Records, by the vote of the inhabitants of 
Millis, in town-meeting assembled, April 21st, 1885.

Lanstnc Mirus, son of William and Sallie (Holt) Mil- 
lis, was born Sept. 3, 1823, in the town of Lansingburgh, 
Rensselaer Co., N.Y. William Millis, Esq., his father, was 
the proprietor of a country hotel known as ‘*‘ Holt’s Tavern,” 
on the old turnpike road between Lansingburgh and Schagh- 
ticoke, N. Y. Mrs. Sallie (Holt) Millis. his mother, was a 
woman of marked individuality, a person of great energy 
and Christian devotion. 

Mr. Millis inherited largely his mother’s traits of courage, 
persistency, and common sense. The period of his school 
days was brief. At the age of fifteen years, his arithmetic, 
geography, grammar, and spelling-book were laid upon the 
shelt, and he put himself to the study of men and things in a 
wholesale store in New York City. Fortunately for himself 
and the world, at that early age he had experienced in his 
young heart the love of Christ as his Saviour, and took along 
with him to the strange city, and into the great world, the 
consecrated purpose and the principles of a Christian disciple. 
The lad of fifteen years, in a large mercantile house in a 
great city, where everything and everybody were strange to 
him, through the long months of winter, with no communica- 
tion with his home and friends, navigation being closed, must 
have been put to the test, his pluck thoroughly tried. He 
was faithful to his duties, fulfilled his term of service, and the 
experience was of life-long benefit. 

Subsequently he was a clerk in a retail store of his native 
village, and the proprietor discovered in the lad traits that 
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interested him. On one occasion he presented him with a 
Bible, with these words of friendly advice: « Lansing, you 
need to learn one thing first, that is, to say ‘No!’” Young 
Millis must have been quite mature for his years, for as early 
as 1841. when scarcely nineteen years of age, he commenced 
business for himself, but owing to a sudden depression in the 
wheat market, nove invested heavily in that product, he 
was obliged to fail. He surrendered everything to his credi- 
tors but his honor and the clothes he wore, and subsequently 
used the first accumulations of a more successful business, 
to pay off the old indebtedness, with the interest which had 
accrued, up to the amount of every cent. 

Mr. Millis married, April 27, 1843, Miss Harriet P. Lav- 
ender, a young lady of his native place, who in earlier years 
had come to America from Sandhurst, Kent Co., England. 
The union was a happy one, Mrs. Millis, in every way his 
equal, was to him a devoted wife, the faithful Christian 
mother to their children, and a perpetual blessing. 

Not to pursue in detail the business career of Mr. Millis, it 
is enough to say that he engaged in various branches of trade: 
at one time he was a dry goods merchant, then a dealer in 
cattle, then the proprietor of a stone quarry, and then the 
head of a large dairy farm. And at one time he drifted west- 
ward and itis said that he was the first to make regular ship- 
ments of stock from the West to the eastern markets. 

In 1855, just thirty years prior to his death. he came to 
Boston, Mass., and became the soliciting Agent in that city 
for the Michigan Southern and Northern Indiana Railroad 
Company. 

From this time onward he made this branch of business his 
calling and came to be one of the most successful and promi- 
nent railroad men in New England. From 1861 he was con- 
nected with the Vermont Central Railroad holding different 
positions of responsibility until March, 1877, he became the 
General Manager of the through freight department, which 
position he held at the time of his death. 

In 1866 he was chosen General Agent of the Commercial 
Freight Line, and in 1868 he became the President and Gen- 
eral Manager of the National Dispatch Line. In 1880 he 
became the President and Manager of the Chicago, Boston 
and Liverpool Refrigerator Company, and June, 1884, he 
was elected President of the Ogdensburg and Lake Cham- 
plain Railroad Company. 

He thus became laden with the care and responsibility of 
various and important railroad interests and was recognized 


as a far-seeing, able, and successtul business manager. His 
great kindness of spirit and hearty good cheer gave him 
great influence and power of persuasion over men. He had 
a wonderful power to combine and unite different persons in 
one effort to the successful achievement of result. 

The coming of this man of large business ability and ex- 
perience to our retired country village, a few years since, 
was really the event of the century in our local history. Mr. 
Millis loved this place, its quiet, its green fields, its drives, 
and its health inspiring air. He was amongst us a farmer, 
on a scale, it is true, to which we were not accustomed. 

He united in one, two ancient farms, known through gen- 
erations, one as the ‘*Lovell Place,” the other as the 
‘Wheeler Place.” These embraced some of the best land 
anywhere, and scattered here and there were the sinewy oaks 
which had wrestled with the winds and storms of a hundred 
years, and marshaled on a little knoll by the highway was a 
grove of these same stalwart giants of the forest, and in their 
honor Mr. Millis named his place ‘* Oak Grove Farm.” Here 
was his summer residence. The generous and genial hospi- 
tality of his home, the quality of his farm products, quickly 
won for Oak Grove Farm a favorable reputation in Boston 
and all the vicinity. Mr. Millis at once took an interest in 
our local affairs. He identified himself as a Christian man 
amongst us and was wakeful and in earnest for the public 
good. He won his way to all hearts and when the time had 
come for the easterly part of Medway to become a town by 
itself the name of Millis was chosen with unanimity, in honor 
of the citizen we loved. We know with what reluctant modesty 
Mr. Millis consented to accept the honor. We know how 
thoroughly he became interested for the public welfare. We 
know something of his plans for the future development of the 
town, although it was the habit of the man to do the noble 
thing betore he said much about it. But alas! scarcely had 
the inauguration festivities of the town transpired, when on 
the sixth day of April, the death of Mr. Millis occurred. The 
event came to us like a thunder bolt out of a clear sky. The 
good man’s work was done, and God called him, in his man- 
hood’s strength, to his heavenly service and reward. The 
personal influence of Lansing Millis for good must ever remain 
an abiding inspiration in all our hearts. And may the history 
of this town to the latest generation, be as ennobled as was the 
life and character of him whose name we bear, and whose 


memory we hereby embalm within the pages of our municipal 
records.

THE INCORPORATION OF MILLIS. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, in General 
Court Assembled. 


THE undersigned petitioners, citizens of Medway, respect- 
fully represent that the interests and convenience of a large 
number of the citizens of said town would be promoted by the 
incorporation of the easterly part of the said town, into a new 
town ; wherefore the undersigned respectfully petition that all 
the territory within said town comprised within the following 
limits : that is to say, beginning at a stone bound at an angle 
in the boundary line, between the towns of Medway and 
Holliston about sixty rods distant from Orchard Street, and 
near the ‘‘ Nathan Plimpton place,” socalled, thence southerly 
in a straight line to the southwesterly corner of Farm and 
Village streets ; thence continuing in the same course to the 
bank of the Charles River, thence following the present 
boundary lines between the town of Medway and the towns 
of Norfolk, Medfield, Sherborn, and Holliston, to the above 
mentioned stone bound, the place of beginning, may be set 
off and incorporated into a town by the name of MILtis.

THE INCORPORATION OF MILLIS. 


The Opening Argument. 
Mr. CHarrMAN, AND GENTLEMEN OF THE CoMMITTEE: 


It may be allowed me to make a few general remarks re- 
garding the division of towns, inasmuch as this is the first of 
several cases which will be presented for your consideration 
this session. 

My first proposition is. that the township with its local 
self-covernment, is the central and essential element of our 
republican institutions: and that proposition once granted, 
it becomes the duty of the Legislature to establish townships 
wherever and whenever the elements and features necessary 
for the incorporating and maintenance of a town govern- 
Ment exist. 

The New England township has long been recognized as 
the greatest and most important of American institutions, 
because it determines the character of the state and national 
government. De Tocqueville spoke of New England as the 
birthplace of American institutions, because here was devel- 
oped the township with its local self-government. From the 
earliest times, the establishment of town governments seems 
to have been the actuating principle in building up the com- 
monwealth. In speaking of the Pilgrims, Mr. James M. 
Bugbee. in a paper upon ‘* The Origin and Development of 
Local Self-Government,” says: ‘‘ Separate townships were 
generally formed when a body of persons inhabiting near 
each other, but apart from the original settlement, had 
reached the point of being able to build a meeting-house. and 
contribute something toward the support of a minister.” In 
Massachusetts, towns were not incorporated until 1785; 
prior to that date they consisted of clusters of inhabitants 
dwelling near each other, which by the effect of legislative 
acts, designating them by name, and conferring upon them 
the powers of managing their own prudential affairs, became 
in effect municipal or guasz corporations without any formal 


act of incorporation. Thus, the legislative body of the Com- 
monwealth has been constantly called upon from the earliest 
times to define limits, confirm boundaries, etc.; and to-day 
there is scarcely a town in the Commonwealth which has not 
been divided, or had its boundaries changed by the creation 
of a new town, at some time in its history. Charlestown 
originally covered a territory now occupied by ten towns. 
Dartmouth has been divided five times. Call to mind the 
old towns of Abington and Bridgewater, now so changed, 
but still prospering. Thus, gentlemen of the committee, you 
see you are dealing with no new problem. 

And I believe that I am correct in saying that it is the set- 
tled policy of the Legislature to create a new town where it 
will conduce to the convenience of the people living therein, 
and they can be governed better than within the limits of the 
whole town of which they area part. And I believe it is a 
sound policy. The pride and glory of Massachusetts and 
New England is local self-government. ‘Of all governments — 
in the world,” said the Hon. Thomas M. Stetson. standin 
in a similar position to mine, and speaking in behalf of the 


incorporation of Cottage City, ‘‘none have ever been better 
than the early townships of New England. For administra- 
tive excellence, for economical management, for wise action 
and solid harmony, we must select the one-village towns of 
Massachusetts.” 

That towns should be solid units is much more to be 
desired than large valuations, and large populations coverin 
a wide extent of territory: and it has been the policy of the 
Legislature to create new boundaries, and thus make these 
solid units whenever, by reason of changes which come 
through the building of railroads, establishment of a factory, 
or settlement of a new part of the town, the unity of the 
town has been destroved. There is no danger in the multi- 
plicity of small towns: the nearer our government is to the 
people, the safer and more healthful our institutions. Some 
one has said, ‘* Municipal institutions are to liberty what 
primary schools are to science. The nation may establish a 
system of free government, but without the spirit of munici- 
pal institutions it cannot have the spirit of liberty.” 

In small towns, municipal affairs can be more easily and 
economically managed. and political duties will be better 
performed. And this is not a mere assertion, but the history 
of local self-government proves it in towns where the people 
can readily be gathered together. Call to mind the earliest 
New England towns, where all the citizens assembled sey- 
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eral times a week, and transacted all the public business. 
_ Again. look to Switzerland, where all will concede that the 
liberties of the people have always been safe, and where, in 
_ each canton, all the people are within the sound of the 
_ church-bell. If I have correctly stated the policy of our 
_ Commonwealth as represented through its Legislature, re- 
_ garding the incorporation of new towns, and if such incor- 
_ porations tend to promote the stability of our republican form 
_ of government, then, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I think 
_ you will agree with me that the town of Millis should be in- 
_ corporated, provided we can prove the elements necessary 
for the support of a successful community and town govern- 
ment, without detriment to other towns in the Commonwealth. 
What, then, is it necessary to show in order to prove our 
ease? In answer,I will simply quote from a report upon the 
incorporation of the town of Belmont, made by R. S. Spof- 
ford, Jr., to the Legislature of 1859 (House Doc. No. 108) : 
** As respects the creation of new towns, the rule of prac- 
fice as well as of right has come to be, that whenever the 
elements of a town are shown to exist,— that is to say, a suf- 
ficient area, population, wealth, and capability to manage 
municipal affairs.—and further shown that it is the unques- 
tionable wish of the people living upon the territory to be in- 
corporated as such, that then, if no injury shall accrue to any 
other town or interest, the Legislature, under such circum- 
stances, will, in the exercise of its power in this regard, be 
guided by the will of the people, and grant their request. 
Nay, the doctrine is still more liberal, to this extent, namely, 
that when. upon the premises suggested, the good to be ac- 
complished by incorporation is considerable to the one party, 
that is, to the petitioners, and the ill to be suffered by the 
other party. the remonstrants, is comparatively inconsidera- 
ble. when, in a word. the advantage shall counterbalance the 
disadvantage, taking into the account, ot course, all possible 
relations public and local merely. that then legislation shall 
be in the behalf of petitioners. This is, and has been, the 
doctrine of Massachusetts, a wise doctrine, and, indeed, the 
only doctrine consonant with the theory of our institutions.” 
East Medway is situated on the Woonsocket division of the 
New York and New England Railroad, and is about twenty- 
three miles from Boston. Millis, if incorporated, will possess 
a church, a chapel, three school-houses, a public library, a 
public hall, a railroad station, two post-offices, an engine- 
house and a fire-department, three grocery stores, two grist- 
mills, market, two blacksmith shops, wheelwright shop, three 


brick-yards, two cider and vinegar factories, church organ 
manufactory, organ pipe manufactory, canning factory, telt- 
ing mill, bonnet wire factory, broom manufactory, and all the 
mechanies necessary to supply the wants of the people, also 
a sufficient number of experienced men competent to manage 
town affairs. 

The first, and perhaps one of the most important features 
of the case, and one to which I desire to call your especial 
attention, is that there is a natural division, viz., a swamp 
known as ‘** Black Swamp,” which separates the two sections . 
of the town. I am frank to say that we are willing to match 
swamps with any town in the Commonwealth. This swamp, 
nearly five miles in length, and two miles in breadth, tray- 
erses the whole town, and as effectually separates East Med- 
way from the other sections of the town as if there were built 
up a wall two hundred feet in height, and forty feet thick. 
For a proper appreciation of this case, I wish that every 
member of this committee could ride across this swamp about 
the time of the annual spring town-meeting: but, having a 
due regard for the proper observance of the second command- 
ment, I hope vou may be spared this infliction. Over this 
road the people of East Medway must travel to reach Med- 
way Village or West Medway. In consequence, we have no 
business, social, or church relations with either the citizens 
of the Village or of West Medway: and no one has occasion 
to travel over this road except for the purpose of transacting 
town business. In this connection, I may saya division of 
this town is no new subject for discussion in Medway. It 
has been agitated for one hundred years, at least. 

The town of Medway was incorporated Oct. Bhs yrs 
being set off from Medfield. The first settlement was in the 
easterly part of the town, which now asks to be incorporated 
as the town of Millis, and has since been known as the First 
Parish. Medway Village and West Medway were subse- 
quently settled and built up: and in 1780 and in 1807 the 
people on the westerly side of the swamp proposed to ask 
that their portion should be set off, and incorporated into a 
new town: but, atter a full discussion in town-meeting, the 
project was abandoned, on the ground that the old portion of 
the town, or East Medway, would not be able to support a . 
town government. This objection is now removed; and it | 
1s worthy of remark, that the line of division then proposed } 

;

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was substantially the same as that which we now ask for; 
namely, through the middle of Black Swamp. 
The next point which we shall dwell upon, and upon | 


_ which great reliance has been placed in the past, when the 
_ matter of incorporating a new town has been before the 
i »is the unanimity with which this petition has 
_ been signed by the residents of East Medway. Of one 
_ hundred and fifty-seven male inhabitants above the age of 
twenty-one years residing in East Medway, one hundred and 
fifty-two signed our petition : and, of the remaining five only 
one gentleman, to my knowledge, seriously objects; and he 
does not, and will not appear in opposition; so that we are 
practically unanimous in asking for the incorporation of this 
town ; and I doubt if any petition was ever presented to the 
Legislature of Massachusetts for the incorporation of a new 
town, which showed an equal degree of unanimity on the 
part of the residents within its limits. 

The people of any community are competent to judge what 
is necessary for their best interests ; they are the best judges 
of what their real and prominent interests demand; and, when 
they are so unanimous as they are in this case. it is a fair 
indication that their opinion is a just and proper one. John 
Smith, living in a distant part of the state, cannot tell what 
is for the best interests of the citizens of East Medway so 
well as the inhabitants of that community. The question is, 
whether the people wish to manage their own affairs? The 
inhabitants of the town of Millis feel that they are competent 
to judge what is best for their own interests; and, as regards 
this and other advantages to be derived from the separation, 
the witnesses from East Medway will testify. 

We believe we have a sufficient number of citizens 
endowed with the requisite intellisence to manage the affairs 
of a town-government. Many who have already had expe- 
rience in that direction now reside in East Medway : and we 
believe that it will be of inestimable value to our young peo- 
ple, to give them that experience which one acquires in filling 
local offices. Above ali, the incorporation of this town will, 
we have other reason to believe, arouse a feeling of town 
pride and interest which does not now, and never can, exist 
under the present arrangement. We shall have a taxable 
acreage of 6,414 acres, larger than that of fifty-three towns 
and cities in Massachusetts ; and in this fifty-three are included 
several of our towns of large population, and several of 
our smaller cities: namely, Lawrence, Lynn, Nahant, New- 
burypert, Salem, Cambridge, Everett, Malden, and many 
others. We shall have a population of 802, and a valuation 
of $405,910; and the remaining portion of the town will have 
a population of 3,154, and a valuation of $1,247,225. 


In submitting this valuation, we have omitted $277,000 
assessed in 1884, and belonging to the estate of the late 
Milton Sanford, and which, Iam informed, will soon be dis- 
tributed among non-residents. Our taxes, we hope to show 
will not be as high as at present, and in any event no higher. 

We believe that our incorporation will not be in any sense 
an injury to the old town of Medway, and shall call witnesses 
from that section to corroborate our opinion. 

The portion remaining will still have post-offices, railroad 
stations, a fire-department, school-houses, stores, and, in fact, 
all the property and advantages which they now possess will 
still remain, except the poor-tarm, regarding which, there is 
now a vote upon the town records authorizing the assessors 
and selectmen to sell under certain conditions; and that it 
should be sold is the unanimous opinion of the citizens of all 
sections of the town, as I am informed. 

East Medway is three miles distant from Medway Village, 
and four and one-half miles from West Medway. It is about 
two miles across Black Swamp from house to house. Town- 
meetings are held in rotation in the three villages; and this 
arrangement naturally tends to an increase of expenditures, 
and, as you can readily see, is a source of inconvenience. 
The natural result follows,—a small attendance from the village 
at adistance. The meetings of the boards of town officers are 
generally held at the Village. frequently in the evening, and 
much to the inconvenience of the East Medway officers, who 
must drive across Black Swamp. By the incorporation of a 
new town, town business can be transacted with a great 
increase of convenience to the people of East Medway. We 
believe it will arouse an increased interest in town affairs ; 
and, finally, we shall hope to show by disinterested witnesses, 
that the present arrangement tends to depreciate the value of 
real estate in East Medway. 


The Closing Argument. 


Mr. CHAIRMAN, AND GENTLEMEN OF THE COMMITTEE: 


The evidence having been presented to you, anda view of 
the premises having been had, it only remains for me briefly to 
recall to your minds our reasons for asking you for an act of 
incorporation as a town, and the evidence upon which those 
reasons are based. At the close of my opening remarks 
regarding the general subject of incorporation of towns, I 
read from a report of R. S. Spofford, Jr., regarding what 
devolved upon us to show in order to make out a case. If, 
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as I assumed, a compliance by the petitioners in their proof with 
the requirements there laid down warrants a finding in favor 
of the petitioners, I submit that we have proved our case, and 
we are entitled to a verdict at your hands. We have shown 
that the necessary elements of a town exist: namely, a 
sufficient area, population, wealth, and capability to manage 
municipal affairs. And in doing this we have not relied upon 
the testimony of East Medway residents, but have presented 
the evidence of gentlemen living in West Medway, gentle- 
men of unquestioned character. gentlemen representing each 
of the great political parties, and gentlemen whose experience 
and familiarity with town affairs fit them to speak. The 
testimony of the Hon. M. M. Fisher and the Rev. R. K. 
Harlow, of Medway Village was to the effect that East 
Medway possessed the necessary elements for a town. 
Throughout the whole examination, not one witness even in- 
timated to the contrary. Can we do more than thus to offer to 
you the uncontradicted testimony of the prominent men from 
all sections of the town? I think not. 

I pass on to the question of showing that it is the unques- 
tionable wish of the people living upon the territory to be 
incorporated as a town. One hundred and fifty-two out 
of one hundred and fifty-seven voters ask for this petition; 
and. of the remaining five, not one has uttered a word. or 
committed an act, indicating that he seriously objects. Can 
anything be stronger? Could greater unanimity anywhere 
exist? I think not. Of that swamp which creates a natural, 
social. religious. and business division, you can judge from 
your own observation whether the witnesses from East Med- 
way told the truth or not when they testified as they did. 
And what earthly reason our friends trom Medway Village, 
admitting, as they did, that ‘there was enough of a swamp 
to make a very good natural division.” what reason. I say, 
they had for calling in question the accuracy of the represen- 
tation of that swamp on our map, they only know. If they 
appeared indirectly as opponents, I am glad the map was 
drawn as it was; for it afforded them the only hook upon 
which they could hang any objection. Talk about an accurate 
map! Why, Mr. Chairman, an accurate map never has been 
made, and never can be except in the coldest of ‘+ snowless ” 
weather. I stated in my opening, and repeated it during the 
hearing that for all the practical purposes for a committee 
hearing, and of conveying a proper impression of that 
locality, that map was substantially accurate: and I re-affirm 
it now. 


That such incorporation will benefit the new town, I 
invite your attention, not only to the testimony of all the 
witnesses of East Medway, but to that of the witnesses of 
West Medway, and especially to the testimony of Messrs. 
Eaton, of Needham, and Roberts, of Auburndale. That it 
would not injure the old town, I will simply cite the testimony 
of Leander Daniels, the largest tax-paver west of the swamp, 
who of all men would be an interested party, and who testi- 
fied that he did not think that his taxes would be increased 
by a division as we prone and that it would be no disad- 
vantage to the old town. The only intimation that such a 
division would be a source of injury to any section of the 
town, is from the testimony of Messrs. Fisher and Harlow, of 
the Village, who fear that West Medway will then hold the 
people of the Village in subjection. The fact, brought out 
on the cross-examination of Mr. Fisher. that to-day, ‘and for 
several years past, West Medway is and has been. able to 
defeat the combined vote of the V illage and East Medway, 
would seem a sufficient answer to that suggestion. While 
there is nothing to indicate that West Medway would thus 
abuse its power, suppose, for the sake of argument, she did. 
Is an act of incorporation to be withheld from Millis? No. 
With the testimony and facts before vou, I submit that we 
come within the provisions of the doctrine referred to by Mr. 
pee ont namely, ‘* that when upon the premises suggested” 
(i. e., sufficient area, population, wealth, capability “to man- 
age eniaee affairs, and the unquestionable wish of the 
people). **the good to be accomplished by incorporation is 
considerable to the one party, and the ill to be suffered by 
the other is comparatively inconsiderable ; when, in a word, 
the advantage shall counterbalance the disadvantage, then 
legislation shall be in behalf of petitioners. 

Now a word as to the line. The line we propose was 
fixed advisedly with a view to doing as little injury to 
property as possible, and at the same time make a fair and 
equitable division. As shown in evidence. our line cuts only 
three farms; does not materially change school districts, 
taking two families from the western section, and giving 
one; and, what is of most importance, passes through the 
swamp, where land is of little value. The matter of schools 
Was waived during the examination: and I will not dis- 
cuss it further than to say that we think we are able, and 
We propose, to give our children as good school adv antages 
as they now enjoy ; ; and our people believe in educating their 
children. In short. Mr. Chairman, we appear as the weaker 
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ing to be set off from the stronger, willing to assume all 
the burdens which a setting off implies, and have made out 
a case, as admitted by all other portions of the town. And 
now we ask, has a better case ever been, or can a better 
case be presented for the consideration of the Legislature? 

And, gentlemen, should your verdict be that the town of 
Millis should be incorporated, and should that verdict be 
ratified by the action of the Legislature and the Governor, 
such action will not only result in benefiting the citizens of 
Millis, but will be a source of benefit to our grand old Com- 
monwealth. By such action we shall see, not one divided 
town. but two beautiful and prosperous towns, flourishing 
side by side in peace and harmony, the pride of their citizens, 
and an honor to the State.

THE ACT OF THE INCORPORATION OF MILLIS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows: 


Section 1. All that part of the town of Medway com- 
prised within the following limits: that is to say, beginning 
at a stone bound at an angle in the boundary line between 
the towns of Medway and Holliston, about sixty rods distant 
from Orchard Street, and near the Nathan Plimpton place, 
so called, and running southerly in a straight line to the 
northwesterly corner of Farm and Village streets; thence 
continuing in the same course to the middle of Charles 
River; thence following the present boundary lines between 
the town of Medway and the towns of Norfolk, Medfield. 
Sherborn, and Holliston, to the above-mentioned stone bound, 
the place of beginning, is hereby set off from Medway, and 
incorporated a town by the name of Millis; and the town of 
Millis is hereby invested with all the powers, privileges, 
rights and immunities, and made subject to all the duties and 
liabilities of other towns of the Commonwealth. 

Sec. 2. The inhabitants and estates within the territory 
hereby set off and the owners of such estates shall be holden 
to pay all taxes assessed and in arrears to the same persons, 
and such taxes may be collected in the same manner as if 
this act had not been passed; and until the next state valua- 
tion, the town of Millis annually, in the month of November, 
shall pay to the town of Medway one-quarter of all the estate 
and county taxes that shall be assessed upon Medway; and 
the assessors of Medway shall return the valuation of the two 
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towns, respectively, to the secretary of the Commonwealth 
and to the county commissioners of the county of Norfolk. 

Sec. 3. The towns of Millis and Medway shall be 
liable, respectively, for the relief and support of all persons 
now or hereafier needing aid as paupers, who may or have 
derived or acquired a settlement within their respective limits. 
And the town of Millis shall pay annually to the town of 
Medway such proportion of all costs for the relief and sup- 
port of persons now or hereatter needing aid as paupers. who 
may or have derived or acquired a settlement by reason of mil- 
itary service as part of the quota of Medway, or who cannot 
be located on the site, whence their settlement is derived or 
whereon it was acquired, as the valuation of the town of 
Millis bears to that of Medway as it is now bounded, accord- 
ing to the last state valuation prior to said relief and support. 

Sec. 4. Existing rights of action in favor of or against 
the town of Medway may be instituted and prosecuted, or 
detended by said town in the same manner and with like 
effect as before the passage of this act, and the amount re- 
covered therein shall be paid or received as the case may be 
by the town of Medway, and reckoning costs and expenses, 
including counsel fees, shall be divided between the towns in 
the ratio of one-fourth to Millis and three-fourths to Medway. 

Sec. 5. The corporate property of the town of Med- 
way, both real and personal, in being at the time of passage 
of this act. and the town debts then existing, shall be divided 
between the towns in the ratio of one-fourth to Mullis and 
three-fourths to Medway. The towns shall severally retain 
and hold all the real and personal property now within their 
respective limits. upon a valuation to be agreed by the boards 
of selectmen of both towns in concurrence, and differences in 
valuation shall be equalized and balances adjusted by appor- 
tionment of the town funded debt. In case of a tailure to 
agree upon a valuation or division of the assets and liabilities, 
the same shall be determined by a board of three commis- 
sioners, neither of whom shall be residents of either of said 
towns, to be appointed by the superior court for the county 
of Norfolk in term time or vacation. upon petition of either 
town with notice to the other. The commission so ap- 
pointed shall sit and after hearing both parties, determine the 
matters of disagreement aforesaid, and return their award 
into said court, and the award of the majority, when accepted 
by the court, shall be final; and said court may issue any 
writ or make any order thereon necessary to carry the same 
into effect. The award may be set aside for fraud or man - 
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fest error, but for no other cause, and thereupon may be re- — 
committed to the same or other commissioners to be appointed 
for the same purpose, with like powers and duties, as afore- 1 
said. 

Sec. 6. The town of Millis shall, until otherwise provided 
by law, continue to be a part of the Ninth Congressional Dis- 
trict, of the second councillor district, of the Second Norfolk 
Senatorial District and the eighth Norfolk Representative 
District; and at all elections the inhabitants of the town of 
Millis shall vote at polling places to be furnished within the 
town. The selectmen and clerk of the town of Millis shall 
make returns of elections as if the town had existed at the 
time of the formation of said districts. 

Sec. 7. Any justice of the peace within and for Nor- 
folk County, residing in the town of Millis, may issue his — 
warrant, directed to any inhabitant of said town, requiring him 
to notify and warn the inhabitants thereof, qualified to vote in 
town affairs, to meet at the time and place therein appointed, | 
for the purpose of choosing all such officers as towns are by @ 
law authorized and required to choose, at their annual meet- _ 
ings; and said warrant shall be served by posting copies 
thereof, attested by the persons to whom the same is directed, 
in three or more public places in the town of Millis, seven days 
at least before such time of meeting. Such justice, or in his 
absence, such inhabitant required to notify the meeting, shall 
preside until the choice of moderator in said town-meeting. 
The selectmen of the town of Medway shall, before said 
meeting, prepare a list of voters in the town of Millis, qual- 
ified to vote at said meeting, and shall deliver the same to 
the person presiding at such meeting before the choice of 
moderator thereof. 

Sec. 8. The town of Millis shall bear the expense of 
making the necessary surveys and establishing the lines 
between the towns of Medway and Millis. 

Sec. 9. The town of Medway shall pay to the town of 
Millis a quarter part of whatever amount mav hereafter be 
refunded to said town of Medway, from the State or United 
States, to reimburse it for bounties to soldiers, or state aid 
heretofore paid to the families of soldiers after deducting all 
reasonable expenses. 

Src. ro. All rights heretofore secured to existing cor- 
porations upon the territory hereby incorporated shall continue 
as though this act had not been passed. 

SEc. 11. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

1.0 Intent 


The intent of this section is to preserve the character of all 
residential zones within the Town, to protect land values, to 
preserve valuable watersheds, and to prevent erosion and 
other wholesale damage to landscape and topography and 
related valuable and non-renewable natural resources of the 
Town of Millis. The conditions described herein embody the 
basic goals of the Zoning By-law. They are intended to min- 
imize the possibility of poor design and site planning and, 
therefore, to insure that the character of specific develop- 
ments is, in fact, consistent with the overall development 
objectives of the Town and the particular neighborhood. 
The following Multi-family Development requirements 
and procedures for complying therewith are designed to 
satisfy the needs of the present and future inhabitants of the 
Town for multi-family dwelling units while ensuring that 
such development provides for the health, safety and wel- 
fare of both the residents of the multi-family units and the 
Town as a whole. Except as otherwise specifically provided 
for in the Zoning By-laws, multi-family developments in 
Millis shall be allowed only according to the terms of a 
Special Permit and the provisions of this Subsection B. 


2.0 Objections 


In all sections taken hereunder, the Planning Board and its 
advisors shall be guided by the following objectives:

a. To provide safe and comfortable multi-family dwelling 
units for all persons regardless of race, creed, religion or 
national origin. 


b. To insure proper use and conservation of land and its en- 
vironment by relating proposed multi-family housing to 
the natural and man-made features and conditions of the 
development site, including:

7. adequacy of tenant services and conveniences. 


To promote orderly physical, social and economic devel- 
a opment in the Town of Millis. 


3.0 Standards 


In reviewing a site plan under this section, the Building In- 
spector, Planning Board, and the Board of Appeals, shall 
consider, to a degree consistent with a reasonable use of the 
site for the purposes permitted or permissable by the regula- 
tions of the district in which located, the following: 


a. Minimum Tract Size — Multi-family development shall 
be permitted upon a single tract, in one ownership with 
definite boundaries ascertainable from a recorded deed or 
record plan, which has an area of not less than 217,800 sq. 
ft. Existing public or private ways need not constitute 
boundaries of the tract but the area within such ways 
shall not be counted in cetermining tract size. 


b. Building Separation — As a practical design goal, the 
desired distance between buildings shall be 50 feet. How- 
ever, depending upon architectural, aesthetic, land plan- 
ning, topographical and ground factors, the Planning 
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Board may permit such distance to be less than 50 feet, 
but in no case shall such distance be less than 35 feet. 
Attachments of two buildings with breezeways or other 
architectural extensions to avoid the required separation 
of structures as determined by the Boards shall not be 
allowed. 


. Parking and Access Roads — All roads, drives, park- 
ing areas, walks, municipal services and improvements 
shall be designed and constructed in accordance with the 
Land Subdivision Rules and Regulations of the Planning 
Board of the Town of Millis on file in the office of the 
Town Clerk at the time the application for Special Permit 
is filed. Multi-family developments shall have adequate 
access with minimum 24 foot roadways to accepted ways 
without substantial intrusion on areas zoned for single 
family use. Proper maintenance of all private roads, 
drives, parking areas and walks on the project site, in- 
cluding snow removal shall be the responsibility of the 
owner or Homeowners Association. Sidewalks shall be a 
minimum of 4 feet in width, 4 inch thick reinforced con- 
crete and shall be provided along one side of all access 
drives and in other areas as required by the Planning 
Board. Roads and access drives shall provide acceptable 
access and manuevering areas for fire and other truck 
traffic. No parking lot or access drive or parking area 
with a length over 500 feet shall have a single access. No 
paved area will be closer than 20 feet to any building. 

On-site paved parking areas, including at least two 
parking spaces for each dwelling unit with minimum 
dimensions as specified in Section VIII of this By-law and 
provisions for 24 foot aisles, 24 foot drives, adequate visi- 
tor parking and snow removal and disposal shall be pro- 
vided. Separate buildings for parking garages may be 
permitted if located and designed so as to complement the 
building design and site layout. Parking shall not be 
allowed within 50 feet of the property line. The Board may 
permit such distance to be reduced to 25 feet if adequate 
screening by planting and fencing is provided. All paved 
areas shall be curbed with granite, concrete or bituminous 
concrete in a manner acceptable to the Planning Board. 
Driving lanes shall be a minimum of 24 feet for perpen- 
dicular parking. Angled parking spaces may be allowed 
but only by special approval of the Planning Board. 
Turnaround spaces shall be provided in all dead end 
parking lanes. 
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The layout of the parking area shall allow sufficient 
space for the storage of plowed snow unless removal by 
some other means is assured. 

When the total amount of parking areas and/or loading 
area on a lot or building site exceeds 40,000 square feet, 
the parking lot shall be separated into smaller lots or 
segments of not more than 20,000 square feet each with 
dividers at least five feet wide and containing vegetation 
as specified by the Planning Board. 


Building Height — No building shall exceed two and 
one-half stories in height exclusive of basements, nor 
thirty-five (35) feet in height. Dwelling units located in 
part below the upper finished grade on sloping sites in 
accordance with subsection hereof shall be counted as 
one story. No more than two stories shall be allowed for 
living space. 


. Dwelling Units per Building — No townhouse unit 


shall contain fewer than three (3) nor more than eight (8) 
dwelling units. No other multi-family structure shall con- 
tain fewer than eight (8) nor more than twenty (20) dwell- 
ing units except that fewer than eight (8) but not less than 
(3) dwelling units may be allowed by the Planning Board 
if such Board approves of such reduction as being com- 
patible with architectural, aesthetic and other planning 
considerations. 


. Dwelling Unit Space — All dwelling units within multi- 


family buildings shall have minimum floor areas as fol- 
lows: 


1. efficiency unit 500 square feet 
2. one bedroom unit 800 square feet 
3. two bedroom unit 1,000 square feet 
4. three bedroom unit 1,200 square feet 


. No multi-family development shall have more than 50 


percent of the total number of units with three (3) bed- 
rooms. In no case shall there be more than three (3) bed- 
rooms per unit. In addition to considering a combined 
sleeping and living room in an Efficiency Unit as one 
bedroom, any other room in any apartment which is nota 
single living room or equipped kitchen, and is shown ona 
plan as being for other than bedroom use but which, be- 
cause of location, size or arrangement, could, in the opin- 
ion of the Planning Board, be used as a regular bedroom 
or adapted to such use, shall be considered as a bedroom 
for density calculations. No attic or other storage or 
similarly usable space shall ever be used as or altered to 
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create regular bedroom space nor shall the construction 
or other aspects thereof be such as would facilitate such 


use or alteration. 


. Landscaping and Screening — The site shall be pre- 
served and enhanced by retaining and protecting trees, 
shrubs, ground cover, stone walls and other site features 
insofar as practicable. Additional new plant material 
shall be added for privacy, shade, beauty of buildings and 
grounds and to screen out objectionable features such as 
sewage facilities, parking areas, dumpster or other solid 
waste disposal facility locations, service areas, and equip- 
ment conveniences and recreational areas. Plantings 
shall also be provided to buffer adjacent land uses as 
directed by the Planning Board. 


Buffer Areas— No portion of any multi-family building 
or accessory building shall be less than two hundred (200) 
feet from any other zoning district or single family resi- 
dence and such area shall be undeveloped except for park- 
ing, drives, walks and landscaping. 


Relation to Surroundings — The location, scale and 
characteristics of the development shall be in harmony 
with surrounding properties and land uses. All structures 
shall be of high design and construction quality and shall 
be compatible with existing on-site structures within the 
neighborhood and the town as to design characteristics 
including, but not limited to scale, massing, proportions, 
height, roofs, exterior detailing, colors and materials. 

All service areas, loading areas, outdoor storage, utility 
structures, mechanical equipment, refuse disposal facili- 
ties, or other service or utility facilities shall be located or 
visually screened so as not to create hazards or visual or 
other nuisances. Light fixtures, walls, fences, benches, 
recreation facilities and other such site appurtenances 
shall be harmoniously designed, constructed, and located 
in relation to other site features. 


. Exterior Antennas — Outdoor antennas or other appa- 
ratus for radio or television reception or transmission are 
not permitted, except that master antennas serving mul- 
tiple numbers of units may be allowed subject to approval 
of the Board of Appeals. 


Exterior Lighting and Screening — All roadways, 
parking areas, sidewalks and associated facilities shall 
be illuminated to acceptable and standard levels as ap- 
proved by the Board. Any fixture used to illuminate any 
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area shall be so arranged as to direct the light away from 
adjoining premises used for residential purposes. 
Non-glaring exterior lighting shall be planned, in- 
stalled and operated so as to provide optimal service to 
each building or group of buildings and all parking areas 
and roadways. Parking areas, drives and other roadways 
shall be designed and landscaped so as to minimize the 
effect upon all dwelling units from motor vehicle head- 
lights. Street and parking lot lighting shall be with 
approved standards in accordance with the Land Sub- 
division Rules and Regulations of the Planning Board of 
the Town of Millis or as directed by the Planning Board. 


. Rubbish Disposal — Rubbish and garbage disposal 


facilities with screening shall be provided in full con- 
formity with all applicable health or other laws and reg- 
ulations and shall be protected against scattering of 
contents, rodent or other unhealthy infestation or condi- 
tion and odor transmission. Dumpsters shall be reason- 
ably located in areas with acceptable truck access and not 
within 40’ of any building. Dumpster foundations shall be 
constructed of a 6” reinforced concrete pad with a 6 foot 
fence on three sides of the pad. The developer shall indi- 
cate the dumpster size and insure adequate space on the 
pad. 


. Sloping Conditions — No living space shall be below 


ground except that under sloping conditions dwelling 
units may be constructed if the story housing such units 
does not have: 


1. more than fifty (50) percent of its exterior wall facing 
the upper slope below the grade of that slope; 

2. any portion of its exterior wall facing the lower slope 
below the grade of that slope; 

3. more than twenty-five (25) percent of the total area of 
all its exterior walls below any grade. 


Slopes of all paved areas shall be consistent with those 
provided in the Land Subdivision Rules and Regulations 
of the Planning Board of the Town of Millis or as ap- 
proved by the Board. 


. Water, Sewerage, Power and Other Utilities —All 


Multi-family developments shall be serviced by municipal 
sewerage. All supply lines for all utilities shall be under- 
ground ana placed with access drives in accordance with 
the Land Subdivisions Rules and Regulations of the 
Planning Board of the Town of Millis. 
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p. Common Open Space — An area of Common Open 
Space shall be provided by the applicant and shall equal 
at least 35% of the total area of the development tract. No 
more than 50% of the minimum required Common Open 
Space shall be situated within the Flood Plain/Watershed 
Protection District. The Common Open Space shall have 
a shape, dimension, character, and location suitable to 
enable its enjoyment and use for passive recreation, con- 
servation or agricultural purposes by the residents of the 
multi-family development. Provisions shall be made so 
that the Common Open Space is owned by the owners of 
the development or otherwise as the Board may direct 
and be readily accessible to all residents within the devel- 
opment. 

All Common Land and Common Open Space here- 
under shall either be owned: 


1. by a Homeowners Association whose membership in- 
cludes the owners of all units contained in the tract. 
The developer shall include in the deed to owners of 
individual lots beneficial rights in said common land, 
and shall grant a separate conservation restriction to 
the Town of Millis, satisfactory to the Millis Conserva- 
tion Commission, over such land pursuant to Chapter 
184, Sections 31-33, General Laws, to insure its perpet- 
ual use for those purposes specified in Section 31 of 
Chapter 184, General Laws. This restriction shall be 
enforceable by the Town through its Conservation 
Commission in any proceeding authorized by Section 
32 of Chapter 184, General Laws. In addition, the de- 
veloper shall be responsible for the maintenance of the 
common land until such time as the Homeowners As- 
sociation is capable of assuming said responsibility. In 
order to insure that the Association will properly main- 
tain the land deed to it under this section, the developer 
shall cause to be recorded at the Norfolk County Regis- 
try of Deeds a Declaration of Covenants and Restric- 
tions which shall, ata minimum, provide for the follow- 
ing: 


a. mandatory membership in an established Home- 
owners Association, as a requirement of ownership of 
any lot or dwelling unit in the tract; 

b. provisions for maintenance assessments on all 
lots or dwelling units in order to insure that allcommon 
land is maintained in a condition suitable for the uses 
approved by the Homeowners Association. Failure by 
the responsible party or parties to pay such assess- 
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ments shall create a lien on the property assessed, en- 
forceable by either the Homeowners Association or the 
4 owner of any lot; 

rs ¢. provisions which, so far as possible under the ex- 
isting law, will ensure that the restrictions placed on 
the use of the common land will not terminate by opera- 
tion of law. 


2. or, by the Town of Millis, for park or open space use, 
subject to approval by vote of the Town Meeting; 


3. or, by a non-profit organization, satisfactory to the 
Planning Board, the principal purpose of which is the 
conservation of open space in perpetuity; 


4. or, by a combination of the above. 


In all cases, a perpetual restriction of the type described 
in G_L. c. 184 sec. 31 (including future amendments there- 
to and corresponding provisions of future laws) shall be 
recorded in respect to such Common Open Space. Such 
restrictions shall provide that the Common Open Space 
shall be retained in perpetuity for use by residents in the 
development and the inhabitants of the Town for the pur- 
poses of conservation or agriculture. The restriction shall 
specifically prohibit the use of Common Open Space for 
all motorized terrain vehicles, snowmobiles, motorbikes, 
motorcycles and similar vehicles. It shall prohibit the 
construction of any above ground structures, buildings, 
roads and paved areas except for the construction and 
maintenance of walks, bicycle, equestrian and foot paths 
or similar facilities for the benefit of the residents. Such 
restrictions shall be in such form and substance as the 
Board shall prescribe and may contain such additional 
restrictions on developent and use of the Common Open 
Space as the Board may deem appropriate. 


40 Administration 


a. Conceptual Plan 
1. General. A Conceptual Plan of the Multi-Family De- 
velopment may be submitted by the applicant to the 
Board for discussion and approval by the Board. The 
submission of such a Conceptual Plan will enable the 
developer, the Board, other municipal agencies and 
owners of property abutting the Development to dis- 
cuss and clarify the Development plans before a Site 
Plan is prepared. It is therefore recommended that a 
Conceptual Plan be filed in every case. Submittal of a 
Conceptual Plan does not constitute submission of a 
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Special Permit application as defined under Chapter 
40A, Section 9 of the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. If a developer elects to sub- 
mit a Conceptual Plan, that plan should generally 
include those submitted requirements of a Preliminary 
Plan as described in Section 4 of the Land Subdivision 
Rules and Regulations of the Town of Millis. 


b. Site Plan 
1. General. A Site Plan shall be governed by the Multi- 
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Family Development Rules and Regulations of the 
Planning Board of the Town of Millis in effect at the 
time of submission of such plan or in effect at the time 
of submission of a Conceptual Plan provided that a Site 
Plan evolved therefrom shall have been submitted to 
the Planning Board within seven (7) months from the 
date of submission of the Conceptual Plan. 

A Site Plan shall also be governed by the zoning in 
effect at the time of submission of such plan or a Con- 
ceptual Plan from which a site plan is evolved in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Section 6 of Chapter 
40A of the General Laws of the Commonwealth. 


. Submittal Requirements. Submittal requirements 


for Special Permits for Multi-Family Developments 
shall bein accordance with all applicable provisions of 
Section XII of this Zoning By-law. The site plan shall 
contain those items as prescribed by the Planning 
Board in their adopted Rules and Regulations in effect 
at the time of submittal of the Site Plan to the Planning 
Board by the applicant. A filing fee shall be payable at 
the time of submission. The fee shall be established by 
the Planning Board and published in a schedule of fees. 


. Contents. The Site Plan shall be clearly and legibly 


drawn in black India ink upon mylar or similar stable 
base material. The plan shall be at a scale of 1” — 40’ 
(one inch equals forty feet) or other such scale as the 
Planning Board may accept to show all details clearly 
and adequately. The contents of the Site Plan shall in- 
clude those items as prescribed by the Planning Board 
in their adopted Multi-Family Development Rules and 
Regulations in effect at the time of submittal of the Site 
Plan to the Planning Board by the applicant. Any Site 
Plan not conforming to the aforementioned Rules and 
Regulations shall be returned to the applicant as in- 
complete. 
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_ d. Public Hearing. Before approval, modification and ap- 


proval, or disapproval of a Site Plan is given, a public 
hearing shall be held by the Board. The public hearing 
shall be held within sixty-five (65) days after filing a com- 
plete Site Plan with the Board that meets the require- 
ments of the Board. Notice of the time and place of the 
hearing, and of the subject matter sufficient for identifi- 
cation, shall be given by the Board at the expense of the 
applicant by advertisement in an official publication or 
newspaper of general circulation in the Town of Millis, in 
each of two successive weeks, the first publication being 
not less than 14 days before the day of such hearing. A 
copy of said notice shall be sent by the U.S. Mail to the 
applicant and to all owners abutting the proposed devel- 
opment or separated from such land only by a street as 
appearing in the most recent tax list. 


. Approval, Modification and Approval, Approval 


with Conditions, or Disapproval. The Board shall 
take action on the Site Plan within ninety (90) days after 
the required hearing. The Board may approve, modify 
and approve, approve with conditions, or disapprove said 
plan as provided by statute. The action of the Board in 
respect to such plan shall be by vote, copies of which shall 
be certified and filed with the Town Clerk and sent by 
delivery, registered or certified mail, postage prepaid to 
the applicant at his address stated on the application. 
Favorable action shall require a majority of the Board 
members. 

Ifthe Board modifies or disapproves such plan, it shall 
state with its vote the reasons for its action. Final ap- 
proval, if granted, shall be endorsed on the reproducible 
drawings of the Final Plan by the signatures of the major- 
ity of the Board but not until a 20-day appeal period has 
elapsed following the filing of the certificate of the action 
of the Board with the Town Clerk and said Clerk has noti- 
fied the Board that no appeal has been filed, or if appeal 
has been taken not until the entry of adjudication sus- 
taining the approval of such plan. After the Site Plan has 
been approved and endorsed, the applicant shall furnish 
the Board, the Agent, Board of Public Works, Board of 
Selectmen, and the Assessors with one print each. 


. Recording of Plan for Common Land and Home 


Owners Associations. In order to assure that the cor- 
poration, non-profit organization or trust will properly 
maintain the Common Land, an instrument(s) shall be 
recorded at the Norfolk County Registry of Deeds. The 
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instrument(s) shall provide those elements and follow 
such schedule as prescribed by the Planning Board in 
their adopted Multi-Family Development Rules and Reg- 
ulations. 


g. The Planning Board may enact Multi-Family Develop- 
ment Rules and Regulations to effectuate the purposes of 
the Millis Zoning By-laws relative to multi-family devel- 
opments.”

SECTION VIII 
OFF-STREET PARKING & LOADING REGULATIONS 


A. Off-Street Parking and Loading Requirements. If 
any structure is constructed, enlarged, or extended, and 
any use of land established, or any existing use is 
changed, after the effective date of this By-law, off-street 
parking and loading spaces shall be provided in accor- 
dance with Tables 4 and 5. When the computation of 
required spaces results in the requirement of a fractional 
space, a fraction of one-half or more shall require an 
additional space. An existing structure which is enlarged 
or an existing use which is extended after the effective 
date of this By-law shall be required to provide off-street 
parking and loading spaces in accordance with the fol- 
lowing table for the entire structure or use, unless the 
increase in units or measurements amounts to less than 
25 percent whether such increase occurs at one time or in 
successive stages. 


B. General. 

1. Parking or loading spaces being maintained in any 
district or connection with any existing use on the 
effective date of this By-law shall not be decreased so 
long as said use remains, unless a number of parking 
or loading spaces is constructed elsewhere such that 
the total number of spaces conforms to the require- 
ments of the following tables, provided: this regula- 
tion shall not require the maintenance of more park- 
ing or loading spaces than is required according to 
the tables. The Board may grant a special exception 
to permit the change of the size of the loading space 
where such reduced size is consistent with the dimen- 
sions of the vehicles servicing the premises. 
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2. Except in a “C-V” District, or for community facili- 
ties, the parking spaces required for the uses listed in 
Table 4 shall be on the same lot as the use they are 
intended to serve or, when practical difficulties pre- 
vent their establishment upon the same lot as deter- 
mined by the Inspector of Buildings, they shall be — 
established no further than 300 feet from the pre- 
mises to which they are appurtenant. In no case shall , 
the required parking space be part of the area used to _ 
satisfy any loading requirements of this By-law. 


3. In any “C-V” District, or for community facilities, 
off-street parking requirements may be fulfilled by 
use of common off-street parking areas so long as the 
common area is located no further than 300 feet from 
the use it is intended to serve and that the total off- 
street parking provided is equal to that which would 
be required by normal application of Table 4. 


4. The loading spaces required for the uses listed in 
Table 5 shall, in all cases, be on the same lot as the use 
they are intended to serve. In no case shall the 
required loading spaces be part of the area used to 
satisfy the off-street parking requirements of this 
By-law.

C. Parking and Loading Lot Standards. 

1. All parking or loading areas containing over three 
spaces in commercial and industrial districts includ- 
ing automobile service and drive-in establishments, 
shall be either contained within structures, or subject 


to the following: 


a. The area shall be effectively screened on each side 
which adjoins or faces the side or rear lot line of a 
lot situated in any “R” district. The screening 
shall consist of a solid fence or wall not less than 3 
feet nor more than 6 feet in height or shrubbery 


planted not more than 3 feet apart on center, at 
least 2 feet from the lot line, and all maintained in 
good condition. The screening required by this 
Subsection shall be set back 15 feet from each 
street lot line. 


The area and access driveways thereto shall be 
surfaced with bituminous or cement concrete ma- 
terial and shall be graded and drained so as to 
dispose of all surface water accumulation. 


A substantial bumper of masonry, steel, or heavy 
timber, or a concrete curb or berm curb which is 
backed shall be placed at the edge of surfaced 
areas except driveways in order to protect abut- 
ting structures, properties, and sidewalks. 


Any fixture used to illuminate any area shall beso 
arranged as to direct the light away from the street 
and away from adjoining premises used for resi- 
dential purposes. 


Any permitted repair or service facility such as 
gas, oil or water, for use by vehicles, shall not be 
less than 25 feet from any lot line. 


In all zoning districts any parking or loading areas 
shall be also subject to the following:

There shall not be any motor vehicle parked 
within 20 feet of any side or rear lot line. 


There shall not be any business operation for ve- 
hicle repair for profit or gasoline or oil service 
facilities or any repair made to any motor vehicles, 
on any parking or loading area which is required 
to meet the provisions of the By-law. Any gasoline 
or oil facilities shall be at least 25 feet from any lot 
line. 


There shall not be any storage of materials or 
equipment or display of merchandise within the 
required parking or loading area. 


No junk vehicles or unregistered vehicles shall be 
parked or stored on any lotin a residential district 
other than in carports or completely enclosed 
buildings; provided however that one such vehicle 
may be kept behind the building line of the princi- 
ple structure in any side or rear yard notin view of 
the public. No tractor trailers, trucks in excess of 5 
tons; vehicles with continuously running motors; 
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buses (with the exception of school buses), or con- 
struction equipment shall be parked in any yard 
between the building line and a public street in 
any residential zone. 


. In any zone or property adjacent to or facing any 
residential area or across a street, all loading 
areas and all areas accommodating more than 
three cars shall be visually screened to a height of 
6 feet by thick planting and/or a suitable wall as 
approved by the Board. 


No portion of any parking area shall be permitted 
closer than 15 feet from any street right-of-way 
line. This setback area shall be landscaped (witha 
minimum of one tree per 30 linear feet at least 12 
feet in height and 2-1/2 inches in caliper which 
may be expected to reach a mature height of 
greater than 30 feet). 


. Sufficient maneuvering space shall be provided 
such that vehicles shall not have to back into a 
public way from any parking or loading area other 
than those required for single-family dwellings, 
nor shall any vehicle have to back more than once 
in maneuvering into or out of a parking space. 


. Driving lanes shall be a minimum of 24 feet for 
perpendicular parking. Angled parking spaces 
may be allowed but only by special approval of the 
planning board. Turnaround spaces shall be pro- 
vided in all dead-end parking lanes. 


Asubstantial granite, concrete curb or bituminous 
concrete curb which is backed by earth, shall be 
placed in order to protect abutting structures, 
properties and sidewalks and screening materials. 


The layout of the parking area shall allow suffi- 
cient space for the storage of plowed snow unless 
removal by some other means is assured. 


All roadways, parking areas, sidewalks and asso- 
ciated facilities shall be illuminated to accepted 
levels as approved by the board. Any fixture used 
to illuminate any area shall be so arranged as to 
direct the light away from adjoining premises 
used for residential purposes. 
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]. Any portion of a driveway for a parking or loading 
area associated with a nonresidential use which 
enters or leaves any state highway or Chapter 90 
street shall be at least 75 feet from any street inter- 
section. For other streets, the distance shall be at 
least 55 feet. 


m. Any two driveways leading to or from a street or to 
or from a single area shall not be within 50 feet of 
each other when the premise is located on any 
state highway or Chapter 90 street. Such distance 
shall be measured between their nearest edges at 
their intersections with the front lot line. For other 
streets the distance shall be 50 feet. 


n. Any entrance or exit driveway shall not exceed 24 
feet in width at its intersection with the front lot 
line. 


o. No more than two driveways shall be allowed on 
any street frontage, unless such frontage exceeds 
150 feet, in which case more driveways may be 
authorized by the Board of Appeals. (A pair of 
one-way drives separated by a median may be 
considered one driveway.) 


p. Parking lots and loading areas shall contain vi- 
sual relief from vast expanses of unbroken black- 
top and cars. In parking areas and loading areas 
exceeding 1/4 acre but less than 1 acre in area, 
landscaping islands shall be constructed contain- 
ing trees greater than 2-1/2 inches in caliper and 
12 feet in height. Trees shall be provided at a rate 
of at least one tree for every four spaces. These 
trees shall be expected to mature to a height 
greater than 30 feet.

When the total amount of parking area and/or 
loading area on a lot or building site exceeds 
40,000 square feet, the parking shall be separated 
into smaller lots or segments of not more than 
20,000 square feet each with dividers at least 5 feet 
wide and containing vegetation as specified above. 


In auto merchanidising lots or similar such uses 
in business districts in which visibility from the 
street of items in parking areas is a necessary part 
of the business, dense screening of the lot is not 
required. However, a peripheral strip of at least 10 
feet in depth and planted with ground cover and 
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tall trees with little understory shall be required to 
give definition of the lot from the right-of-way and 
provide visual relief for the passerby.

the lot, and after a public hearing held by the Plan- 
ning Board as set forth in Section 11 of Chapter 40A 
of the General Laws. For purposes of this section the 
term “externally enlarged” shall mean an increase 
of at least 10 percent in the floor area of the building 
and the term “expanded in ground area” shall mean 
an increase in the ground area devoted to such use. 

Any person seeking a special permit under this sec- 
tion shall submit seven (7) copies of an application 
and proposed site plan to the Planning Board. Said 
site plan shall show, among other things, all exist- 
ing and proposed buildings, structures, signs, park- 
ing spaces, driveway openings, driveways, service 
areas, and other open uses; all facilities for sewage, 
refuse and other waste disposal and for surface 
water drainage; and all landscape features(suchas 
fences, walls, planting areas and walks) onthe lot. _ 
The site plan also shall include information as to the 
proposed use of the buildings. The site plan shall 
include that portion of any adjacent land owned or 
used by the applicant on which the use is similar to 
or connected with the use for which the special per- 
mit is being sought. 


3. The Planning Board shall promptly transmit a copy 
of the site plan and any accompanying information 
to the Building Inspector, the Board of Health, the ‘ 
Board of Public Works and the Conservation Com- | 
mission for their report and recommendations. Said 
boards and officers shall render a report and rec- 
ommendations within 35 days of receipt of plan by 
the Planning Board. Failure to do so shall be deemed 
a lack of opposition to the site plan. 


4. In considering a special permit under this section, 
the Planning Board shall assure to a degree consist- 
ent with the reasonable use of the site for any of the 
uses permitted by this By-law for the district in 
which it is located: 

a. Protection of adjoining land against seriously 
detrimental or offensive uses on the site; 

b. Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedes- 
trian movement within the site and in relation to 
adjacent streets and land; 

c. Adequacy of the methods of disposal for sewage, 
refuse and other wastes resulting from the uses 
permitted on the site, and the methods of drain- 
age for surface water from its parking spaces and 
driveways. 


5. No certificate of occupancy shall be issued for any 
structure or parcel subject to the site plan review 
procedure unless it, and all of its related facilities, 
substantially conform to the approved final site 
plan. The applicant shall submit to the Building 
Inspector with a copy to the Planning Board, a writ- 
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ten certification from a professional engineer, archi- 
tect, or landscape architect, preferably the one who 
prepared the final site plan, that the work has been 
completed substantially in accord with the approved 
final site plan. The Building Inspector shall deny 
the issuance of a certificate of occupancy if a profes- 
sional engineer’s, architect's or landscape archi- 
tect’s certification is not so provided. A certificate of 
occupancy, issued by the Building Inspector for any 
activity requiring site plan approval under this sec- 
tion shall constitute a certificate that such construc- 
tion was performed and completed in compliance 
with an approved final site plan and such certifica- 
tion shall be conclusive for all purposes, unless it 
was issued in disregard of the requirement for certi- 
fication by a professional engineer, architect or 
landscape architect as provided for herein. Prior to 
the issuance of a certificate of occupancy, docu- 
ments for all easements to be granted to the Town 
shall be recorded.”

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LECTMENS 
REPORT 


As the Town of Millis observed its One-Hundredth Anni- 
versary of incorporation as a Town in 1885, the whole com- 
munity took time out to celebrate this happy event. Since the 
Centennial events are chronicled elsewhere in this volume, it 
is sufficient to say that all those who served as Selectmen 
during this milestone year felt deeply honored and enjoyed 
participating fully throughout. 

But even as we shared with our neighbors the reflection of 
Millis’ first century, the Board of Selectmen had to turn and 
face challenges unique to the beginning of her second cen- 
tury. Though the circumstances of governing a Town are 
now on a larger scale and include many issues impossible to 
anticipate one hundred year ago, we still have a three 
member Board of Selectmen and abide by the wishes of the 
open town meeting. 

The year 1985 was a time of transition for the Board of 
Selectmen. A total of five people served on the Board. They 
were Lawrence P. McCarthy, Hindy Rosenfeld, Collins C. 
O’Connor who served until May; Hamed M. El-Bisi who 
served form May to August and Larry Schnicker who joined 
the Board in November. Our Town Counsel, Harvey Weiner, 
resigned after a decade of distinguished service and the 
poeta appointed Charles Fuller, Jr., to succeed him at year’s 
end. 

The records show that Selectmen split their time between a 
wide variety of routine and obligatory matters and a range 
of special topics, large and small, needing the attention of 
the Board and the community as a whole. 

Issues which received repeated discussion include the 
formulation of an affordable housing policy for the Town 
and the execution of a Memorandum of Agreement on that 
subject with the State Executive Office of Communities and 
Development; the acquisition of a modern IBM computer 
system, a budget process filled with difficult choices, wide- 


128 


spread dissatisfaction with the quality and level of service 
provided by Rollins Cablevision under the Cable TV license; 
and the perennial problems with the Library roof. 

The formation of the Millis Advisory and Coordination 
Committee which includes liaisons from all major town 
boards has helped foster better communications among 
town boards and provides a forum to discuss matters which 
transcend the authority of any single board. 

The MMA honored the Millis Board of Public Works at 
their annual convention by bestowing the Pickard Memorial 
Innovation Award to the Town of Millis for a regional pur- 
chase of equipment. Selectman Chairman Lawrence P’ 
McCarthy accepted the award on behalf of the Town of Millis, 
honored along with the Town of Medway for outstanding 
innovation for their joint purchase of a street sweeper, the 
first known example of joint capital equipment purchase in 
the state. 

Words cannot express the appreciation this Board feels 
toward the dozens of concerned citizens who have stepped 
forward to accept appointments and work vigorously in the 
volunteer positions necessary to our form of municipal 
government. 

The Board of Selectmen also wishes to thank the dedicated 
employees of the Town of Millis who work to provide the 
highest level of service possible under the fiscal restraints of 
the present day. 

We hope the decisions rendered in this Centennial Year by 
your Board of Selectmen meet with your approval, and we 
also hope that upon review by coming generations that they 
compare favorably with the prudence shown by our fore- 
fathers in Millis’ early years.

1. The CAC was pleased to welcome Ken Jones and Francis 
Murphy to the CAC, as they were appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. 

On October 2, 1985, the CAC voted Julius Rosen to the 
Chairmanship, and Ken Jones to serve as Vice Chairman. 
Frank Gubala served as Secretary for the CAC. 

The Board of Selectmen held two (2) open meetings for the 
subscribers to express any concerns regarding their Cable 
Television signal strength, picture quality, and any service 
complaints. The Board of Selectmen requested that suit be 
brought against Rollins. Upon further investigation with 
Town Counsel, and reviewing information at formal CAC 
meetings, this request was withheld until all avenues of 
recourse were explored with Rollins, the Mass. Cable Advi- 
sory Commission, and the Federal Communications Com- 
mission (FCC).

Computer STUDY Committee 


The Computer Study Committee reorganized with the fol- 
lowing people: Ronald Makara and Michael Cangi. The 
Administrative Assistant Jacqueline Anderson and Town 
Accountant Caroline Price continued to work with the com- 
mittee in an effort to provide the best computer system in 
Millis.

Muiccis Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission was kept very busy this 
past year administering the Wetlands Protection Act, Mas- 
sachusetts General Laws Chapter 131, Section 40. There 
were a total of fifteen public hearings held in response to ten 
Notices of Intent requesting work that impacted Millis 
wetland and conservation areas. There were also three 
Requests for Determination of Applicability. The results of 
these hearings were the issuance of ten Orders of Conditions 
which are currently in effect and being monitored by the 
Commission. 

In addition there was one Extension Permit granted and 
one Certificate of Compliance for a project that has met all 
the requirements granted on a previous Order of Conditions. 

Weare in the process of reviewing all Orders of Conditions 
which have been issued to ensure that all items have been 
complied with and properly recorded at the Registry of 
Deeds. 

There were many problems this year that required site 
visits by the members of the Commission. Several of these 
problems have been resolved and others are continuously 
being monitored. 

One of the major current projects is the preparation of all 
records of the Town for input to the Bay Circuit Program. 
This information will also be available for use in the Town’s 
Open Space Plan. 

The Commission holds its regular meetings in Niagara

I hereby submit my eleventh and final report as Millis 
Town Counsel. 

Eleven new litigation matters involving the Town were 
commenced during 1985. Three were brought by the Town 
and eight were brought against the Town. Three of them are 
completed. The Town successfully sued a developer from 
developing a subdivision without Planning Board approval 
and successfully brought a small claims action for delivery 
of damaged property. Two suits by developers, who were 
denied multifamily housing special permits, were brought 
against the Planning Board. One has been remanded to the 
Planning Board for further action. Developers brought three 
suits against the Planning Board for denial or revocation of 
three different subdivision plans. Separate suits were 
brought against the Board of Health for disapproval of a 
subdivision, against the Board of Public Works for disap- 
proval of a proposed sewerage system, and against the 
Planning Board for refusal to eliminate a road in an already- 
approved subdivision. Finally, legal action was brought by 
the Town for an illegal dump. 

In already pending legal matters, the suit in the Civil 
Service Commission by two sergeants protesting their non- 
appointment as provisional police chief was decided in favor 
of the Town. 

Two new Appellate Tax Board cases involving residential 
real estate were brought, one of which has been disposed of. 
Two major Appellate Tax Board cases involving commercial 
real estate were settled on favorable terms 

Town Counsel rendered 24 formal written legal opinions 
and 33 oral legal opinions involving legal research to var- 
ious Town boards and personnel. He also rendered counsel 
and advice on numerous other occasions. Eleven contracts 
were either drafted, revised, or reviewed by Town Counsel. 
Town Counsel attended almost all of the Selectmen’s regular 
meetings and several meetings of other town boards, includ- 
ing, but not limited to, the Board of Health, Planning Board, 
Board of Assessors, and Board of Public Works. Town Coun- 
sel drafted and recorded several deeds and easements and 
recorded numerous liens and plans on behalf of the Town. 
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He attended all sessions of Town meetings and either 
drafted, revised, or reviewed all warrant articles. He aided in 
the drafting of the multifamily zoning by-laws and rules and 
regulations. 

After completing what is believed to have been the longest 
tenure of any prior Millis Town Counsel, I will greatly miss 
the hundreds of Millis officials, employees and citizens that I 
have come to know and respect over the past ten and one half 
years. I am sure my successor will experience the same deep 
personal and professional satisfaction that I have had in 
serving the Town of Millis.

We, appointed members of the Drainage Investigating 
Committee, have observed one third of a century of new 
construction in the Town of Millis. We have served as Com- 
mittee members for many years. Slowly, the progress of 
improved construction, inspection, engineering, planning 
and Town regulations are being effected. 

Drainage “cases” that come to our attention are only sev- 
eral a year, where originally, there were nearer a dozen and 
extremely difficult. 

We should, in our planning for remaining parcel develop- 
ment, never forget that the town rests in a Charles River 
valley with high water table and poor soil percolation. 


Town officials must continue to improve their department 
coordination with reviews for planning, health and building 
on these remaining marginal parcels of land. 

Correct basement slab construction for a dry cellar, ade- 
quate location of on-site sewage disposal for proper percola- 
tion and “turtleback” grading for lot drainage are as impor- 
tant as adequate heating and roofing protection for an 
owner. 

We continue to pen this prompting note for when your 
problems get to us, the solution becomes a costly aftermath 
of original mistakes.

The Ground Water Protection Committee (GWPC) was 
established by the Board of Health in June, 1985, to assess 
the condition of the groundwater located in the town of 
Millis. Based on that assessment, the committee set a goal of 
creating recommendations for protective rules, regulations, 
and bylaws which would effectively protect the town’s 
groundwater.

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Many of the potential threats to our ground water (junk 
yards, road salt, poorly designed septic systems, etc.) are 
being controlled through new Rules and Regulations which 
were proposed by the GWPC and adopted by the various 
Town boards. Still, much has to be done in the area of Public 
Education and Protective Zoning. Comprehensive zoning 
will be necessary to tie together all of the newly enacted 
control measures. Present zoning bylaws are directed to 
above ground concerns, butignore ground water contamina- 
tion threats. The GWPC zoning proposals are designed to 
deal with that issue. This is an issue that will not go away, 
and it can’t be ignored. 

Every person in Millis depends on ground water. We have 
no reservoirs; we have no other source of water but what is 
flowing beneath our feet. Of the five identified high-yield 
aquifers located in the Town, we are down to one that can 
meet the Town’s needs. The GWPC is hard at work taking 
steps to guarantee that this aquifer yield a continuous 
supply of clean water to the citizens of Millis. Hopefully, by 
the time you can read this report, that aquifer will be pro- 
tected by new zoning, certified contamination-free, and its 
new well will be on line.

SeeTIon 504 HandIeav COMMITTEE 


The Section 504 Handicap Committee has been meeting 
on a regular basis since its appointment in September of 
1985. Its purpose was to conduct a self-evaluation of the 
Town, its facilities and services, to ensure equal opportunity 
and access in its programs, activities and employment to 
handicapped persons. 

The Committee feels it has accomplished the immediate 
goals presented to it. A Grievance Procedure has been 
adopted. All facilities including walkways, parking lots, etc., 
and town buildings, including the three schools, were evalu- 
ated for physical accessibility as were the programs and 
services conducted within them. 

Although many of the Town’s buildings do not have phys- 
ical accessibility, the Committee feels modifications at min- 
imal cost can eliminate physical barriers and afford acces- 
sibility to at least the first floor of all Town buildings. Also 
taken into consideration were activities on the second floor 
of buildings prohibiting access to the handicapped. 

Services which should be addressed immediately are pub- 
lic meetings, services provided by town departments and 
voting. 

Itis the unanimous concensus of the Section 504 Handicap 
Committee that serious thought should be given to holding 
all public meetings in a handicapped accessible area. At this 
point in time, the only accessible areas are the High School 
Cafeteria and the Millis Public Library. 

Federal voting accessibility for the Elderly and Handicap 
Act requires that all polling places be accessible to elderly 
and handicapped voters for federal elections beginning with 
the September 16, 1986 State Primary unless the Office of the 
Secretary of State exempts them. The 504 Committee feels 
accessibility can be accomplished at the Memorial School 
entrance to the polling area at very little cost, thus ensuring 
Millis is in compliance by the September 16th deadline. 
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Access to other Town services can be at least minimally — 
accomplished with modifications to building entranceways — 
and the costs for these modifications were presented in the _ 
Town Building budget for implementation in FY‘87. 

Hopefully, the Section 504 Handicap Committee will be 
ongoing to ensure the Town of Millis is living up to its 
responsibilities to physically and mentally handicapped 
persons.

HAZARDOUS WASTE COORDINATOR 


This past year I have received several reports of potential 
hazardous areas in the Town of Millis. Following my inves- 
tigation and that of the Board of Health, all but two areas 
have been cleared, and no evidence, to date, has shown any 
active hazardous chemicals being exposed to the public. 

The Shell Station, which has replaced its tanks, is still 
showing a positive area of contamination from the test 
wells. The Department of Environmental Quality Engineer- 
ing has been involved relative to this ongoing contamina- 
tion site for over a year. 

The second area is a newly found asbestos site. Investiga- 
tion of same will be ongoing until proper removal and dispos- 
al can be accomplished during the next several months. 

The Board of Public Works, through their consulting 
engineer, Anderson-Nichols & Co., Inc., are still continuing 
their study of the town’s contaminated water wells 1 & 2and 
hope to have same completed by the middle or late summer of 
1986. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Health, Board of Selectmen, Department of Public Works 
and Mrs. Janet Collins for their assistance during the past 
years.

Board of Health Agents 


For the fiscal year, 1985, there were eighty-eight miscel- 
laneous complaints received and appropriate action taken 
where necessary. All complaints are logged at the Board of 
Health office and investigated by board members whether 
reported in writing, by telephone, anonymously or identified. 

Sixty-four new septic system installation inspections were 
made plus forty-two inspections for modifications of exist- 
ing facilities. Some of these required re-inspections. 

All food service establishments were inspected twice dur- 
ing the last year. Some of these required a warning anda 
re-inspection. 

In June, 1985, a moratorium was imposed by the Board of 
Health for six months to allow time for the development and 
approval of ground water protection rules and regulations. 
These new rules and regulations were adopted by the Board 
on December 4, 1985. 
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The Board of Health spent many hours with Millis Corpo- 
ration representatives to ensure their proposed expansion 
plans were in the best interest of the company and the town. 
The Board also worked in conjunction with other town 
boards in the investigation of an illegal dump site and has 
initiated corrective action. 

The fee schedule for all permits and licenses issued by the 
Board of Health was revised on September 18, 1985. 

Receipts sent to the Town Treasurer from the Board of 
Health for the fiscal year, 1985, totaled $9,233.50.

Through its partnership with the Norfolk Mental Health 
Association, the Town of Millis is able to guarantee its resi- 
dents — children, youth and adults — access to an integrated 
network of quality outpatient mental health services. Town 
contribution enables Cutler Counseling Center, a compre- 
hensive clinic sponsored by the Association with limited 
support from the State Department of Mental Health, to 
provide a wide range of outpatient counseling services to 
citizens who need them at fees based on their ability to pay. 

The Norfolk Mental Health Association is a private non- 
profit corporation, governed by a citizen Board of Directors 
who represent each of the twelve towns in its service area: 
Canton, Dedham, Foxboro, Medfield, Millis, Norfolk, Nor- 
wood, Plainville, Sharon, Walpole, Westwood and Wren- 
tham. 

The major programs of NMHA available to Millis resi- 
dents are: CUTLER COUNSELING CENTER, which has a 
large multi-disciplinary staff serving individuals, couples 
and families. Services include evaluation, referral, treat- 
ment, educational and support groups (e.g., Widowed Life- 
line, Gym Program for Children, Social Rehabilitation, 
Divorce-Separation Workshops, Stress Management), chil- 
dren and adolescent groups, parent-toddler groups, as well 
as consultation and training services to community agen- 
cies, schools, and local industries; SUPERVISED APART- 
MENT PROGRAM, a residential program providing super- 
vised living for deinstitutionalized mentally ill/mentally 
retarded adults; PROJECT HIRE, a sheltered vocational 
rehabilitation facility for people with emotional, develop- 
mental or physical handicaps. Programs include diagnostic 
evaluations, electronic skill training, work adjustment 
training and counseling, sheltered long-term employment, 
and transitional employment and job placement; CASE- 
AIDE AND PARENT-AIDE PROGRAMS, offering trained 
and supervised volunteer aides who provide one-to-one help 
to clients in the community, families and individuals in 
crisis, victims of domestic violence, parents at risk of abus- 
ing and neglecting their children, isolated elderly; INTER- 
GENERATIONAL CARE PROGRAM, providing the op- 
portunity for elderly residents in a Nursing Home to partici- 
pate in providing group child care to pre-school children 
from families experiencing stress, simultaneously giving 
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respite and support to the parents; COMMUNITY EDUCA- 
TION AND INFORMATION, offering publication of an 
informative newsletter, The Reporter, to every home in the 
service area, speakers for community meetings, workshops, 
consultation and educational materials. 

During fiscal year 1985, Cutler Counseling Center pro- 
vided direct services to approximately 156 people from Millis. 
The total value of these services was $32,215 of which the 
town of Millis allocated $3,500. 

In the past year, people from Millis who came to us for 
assistance were often referred by friends, neighbors or fam- 
ily, may have read our newspaper, or were referred by clergy, 
school, physicians or community agencies. The most com- 
mon requests for help concerned such problems as depres- 
sion and anxiety, difficulties in marriage or family relation- 
ships, school or behavior-related problems, alcohol or drug 
abuse, work-related problems, and acute or chronic mental 
illness.

We, as appointed by the Board of Selectmen on J uly 11, 
1985, as the Millis Low Income Housing Committee, have 
been assembled for the sole purpose of determining parcel(s) 
of land acceptable for the construction of low to moderate 
income housing in our Town, submit the following report of 
our recommendations for construction site(s). 

The Committee chose to review in excess of 100 parcels of 
available Town owned land and eliminate those determined 
not acceptable or previously rejected by the Executive Office 
of Communities and Development (EOCD). The Committee 
was also given guidance by the motion of Lawrence 
McCarthy which was voted and unanimously accepted at 
the September 5, 1985 meeting. The motion read: “I move to 
confine the work of the Low Income Housing Committee to 
examining and evaluating all potential housing sites which 
meet the E.0.C.D. criteria on a technical level and work to 
provide more than one choice to the Millis Housing Author- 
ity to bring to the collective wisdom of the Town Meeting.” 

Our recommendations consist of four primary sites, which 
we are submitting in order of preference, as determined by 
the majority vote of our Committee. We are submitting 
secondary sites, as listed, which also satisfy the prerequi- 
sites. In retrospect of the background and extensive re- 
search, the Committee will now submit its recommendations. 


Primary Sites (as voted on October 3, 1985): 


1. Town of Millis Water Department 
Map 19 — Parcel 116, Daniel Street-Van Kleeck Road, 
35,000 square feet. 
Motion was made by Thomas Healy, seconded by 
Jean Sarris (unanimous vote). 


2a. Town of Millis School Department 
Map 30 — Parcel 17, Off Spring Street, 54,968 square 
feet. 
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b. Town of Millis School Department 
Map 30 — Parcel 18, Off Spring Street, 2.2 acres. 
Motion was made by Richard Barrett, seconded by 
Lawrence McCarthy (one opposed). 


3. Town of Millis 
Map 34 — Parcels 38-39, Spencer-Pleasant Streets — 
12,822 total square footage.

— 34,775 square feet. 


In submitting the aforementioned sites for consideration, 
we would like to stress to the Board of Selectmen that this 
committee, in serving its community, is striving to provide 
low and moderate income housing site(s). We request that we 
remain as a committee to advise and assist in our goal of the 
construction until such site(s) have been approved and voted 
upon at Town Meeting. 

We respectfully request that the Board of Selectmen con- 
vey to the appropriate Town Boards for further and detailed 
research, zoning code ordinances, much like one presently in 
use in the City of Newton, Masssachusetts. In essence, this 
code requires developers in the community to provide low to 
moderate income units amounting to a percentage of the 
developments total number of dwelling units, or conditions 
similar.

Millis is a valued member of the Metropolitan Area Plan- 
ning Council (MAPC), which is comprised of 101 communi- 
ties in the metropolitan Boston area. Millis’ contribution of 
17.7 per capita (in 1985, $1,223) helped to provide technical 
assistance for Millis and other member communities, and 
assisted the MAPC in the formation and implementation of 
regional plans and policies which benefit the metropolitan 
Boston area. During 1985, the MAPC provided specific 
assistance to Millis for: 


Southwest Subregional Waste Project 


Millis also benefited from the following regional plans, 
policies, or programs: Land-use maps, providing detailed 
analysis of the region between 1951-1980: the MetroWest 
Growth Management Committee, whose success has spurred 
other successful MAPC subregional groups to form. Among 
these is the Minuteman Advisory Group for Interlocal Coor- 
dination, a group of communities in the Route 2 and Route 
495 area, and the new South Shore association of ten com- 
munities who are acting in concert on problems that affect 
their microregion. The Transportation Improvement Pro- 
gram, which is required to maintain eligibility for federal 
funds, was updated during the past year, as well. In addi- 
tion, MAPC was named an economic development region by 
the U.S. Economic Development Agency. Millis’ support of 
the economic development region designation allows a 10 
percent bonus on federal funds expended in our region for 
economic development projects utilizing federal support. 

Several publications were also beneficial to Millis. The 
State of the Region, a comprehensive study of Metro Boston 
by MAPC staff member Douglas Carnahan, Ph.D., provides 
social and economic forecasting tools, maps and statistical 
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charts, and analyses of data which compare the region in 
1971 to the present. Supporting Affordable Housing in Bos- 
ton, a publication resulting from MAPC’s participation in a 
conference with the United Community Planning Corpora- 
tion is a useful guide with information that is applicable to 
all communities concerned with the issue of affordable hous- 
ing. 

Tt is a pleasure to participate in the planning issues of 
Millis as your MAPC representative.

Town MODERATOR 


During the past year the Town conducted both a General 
and Special Town Meeting. The Town Meeting is the legisla- 
tive branch of Town Government and is the primary source 
of allocation of funds and expenditures during each fiscal 
year. Any resident of the town who is a registered voter may 
attend and vote on all matters before the Town Meeting. No 
quorum is required at the Annual Town Meeting but a quo- 
rum is required at the Special Town Meeting. Attendance 
generally at Town Meeting has been poor as exemplified by 
the difficulty in obtaining a quorum at the Special Town 
Meeting held in the latter part of 1985. 

It is further the responsibility of the Moderator to appoint 
members for vacancies on the Personnel and Finance Com- 
mittees. The Town is always actively seeking members to 
serve on these boards. The Moderator is also required to 
appoint members of various Ad Hoc Committees, normally 
appointed to study a specific issue during the year. Again 
any interested persons are requested to submit cards to the 
Town Hall to make their interest known so that appoint- 
ments can be made as they become available. 

Procedure at the Town Meeting is governed by a combina- 
tion of the Massachusetts General Laws, Common Law 
handed down by the courts, Town By-Laws and traditional 
Town Meeting procedure. This procedure is best summarized 
in a book entitled “Town Meeting Time” which is available 
in book stores. Any person who has a question regarding 
procedure is requested to submit their questions to the Mod- 
erator at anytime preferably prior to Town Meeting so that 
any issue to be presented or question to be raised can be done 
so properly without getting bogged down in the procedural 
matters. 

Again my thanks to all of the members of the Finance 
Committee who put in such long hours and time reviewing 
the Warrant and all of the budgets for the Town and present 
their recommendations to the Town with the sole criterion 
being their own idea of what is best for the Town.

The Operational Project Program integrates all proven 
technologies into a system of mosquito control that is 
rational, safe, effective and economically feasible. 

All mosquito eggs need water to hatch and to sustain 
larval growth. 

Source Reduction Work: Our primary efforts are concen- 
trated on the draining of shallow, standing, stagnant water 
and the maintenance of existing flow systems which con- 
tribute to mosquito breeding sources.

Oak Grove FARM STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Annual Town Meeting of 1985 voted to create a com- 
mittee to study the present and future use of the Oak Grove 
(Izbicki) Farm which had been purchased by the Town at an 
earlier Town Meeting. The vote further authorized the Mod- 
erator to appoint the members of the committee and to have 
the committee submit its findings to the May, 1986 Annual 
Town Meeting. 

A committee of twenty-one (21) members reflecting many 
different interests and backgrounds was appointed to serve 
on this committee. Since September, 1985 the committee has 
been meeting on a regular basis to begin the large task of 
assessing the best use of the property for the benefit of the 
inhabitants of Millis. Meetings are posted in accordance 
with the open meeting law and any and all interested 
members of the public are always invited to attend. The 
committee is actively seeking liaison with all other town 
groups and boards to seek input as to ideas and uses for the 
property. Further, the committee is taking active measures 
to solicit suggestions and ideas from all of the residents of 
the Town. 


The committee sponsored a clean up of the land and area 
outside the farm house especially the tree damage from the 
hurricane. Further clean up was conducted within the house 
itself, primarily by the members of the committee with the 
assistance of several volunteers from the Town. As the 
result, the appearance of the property has greatly improved 
and a more accurate assessment can be made as to the 
nature and condition of the house itself. 

The committee hopes to have a walking path around the 
perimeter of the property cleared and useable by late Spring 
of 1986. The committee is also looking into the need for some 
repair work on the roof so as to avoid leakage and possible 
damage or destruction of the property by weather. 
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In all likelihood the committee will seek a further twelve 
(12) months from the Town before it submits its final 
recommendations for the ultimate use of the property. It was 
strongly felt that input should be obtained from as many 
people in the Town as possible and that all potential uses 
and monies available should be considered before a final 
decision is made. Again we thank all the members of the 
board and residents of the Town who have helped to contrib- 
ute in our work so far and actively seek and solicit any ideas 
for assistance from anyone who is interested.

Zoning By-law amendments were adopted at the 1985 
Annual Town Meeting. The amendments included changes 
in Definitions, Use Regulations, Area, Height and Bulk 
Regulations and Special Permit Conditions in regard to 
multi-family development. Also adopted was a new section 
for Off-Street Parking and Loading Regulations, an amend- 
ment to the Flood Hazard District and another one-year 
Moratorium was voted for multi-family development. 

At the October 25, 1985 Special Town Meeting an amend- 
ment to the Zoning By-law to add a Site Plan Review for 
Commercial and Industrial Building was defeated by one 
vote. 

A multi-family development on Pleasant Street, submitted 
by Davna Corporation, was approved by the Board on June 
4, 1985. This was originally denied by the Board on August 
14, 1984 and was appealed by Davna Corporation. An inter- 
locutory Court Order directed that the developer submit a 
plan to the Planning Board conforming to the conditions 
referred to in the decision of denial. 

“Walnut Hill” definitive subdivision was approved by the 
Board. This subdivision is located on the easterly side of 
Walnut Street and shows sixteen single-family house lots.

A Preliminary Subdivision Plan entitled “Oak Woods” 
was approved by the Board. This subdivision is located on 
the westerly side of Acorn Street and shows twenty-six 
single-family house lots. Developer, Onallam Realty Trust. 

On a Petition by an abutter, and after review of the facts, 
the Planning Board voted to rescind their decision on the 
“Pondview” definitive subdivision plan. This subdivision 
was originally approved on February 7, 1984 and is located 
at the end of Clark Road, overlooking Richardson’s Pond. 
This action by the Planning Board has been appealed by the 
Developer, Onallam Realty Trust. 
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The Board voted to deny the “Blythebrook” definitive 
subdivision plan, this subdivision is located off Island Road. 
They also voted to deny the “Briarwood” definitive subdivi- 
sion plan, this subdivision is bounded by Daniels Street, 
Irving Street and Van Kleeck Road. These decisions have 
been appealed by the Developer, Onallam Realty Trust. 

The Board voted to deny the application of Huna Rosen- 
feld for elimination of Lock Road within the “Island Park” 
subdivision. This subdivision is located between Island 
Road and Exchange Street. The decision of the Roard has 
been appealed by the developer. 

A Preliminary Plan entitled “Springvale Acres” located 
on the easterly side of Himelfarb Street was twice denied by 
the Planning Board due to lack of conformance with the 
Subdivision Rules and Regulations of the Planning Board. 

A Preliminary Plan entitled “Springvale Acres” located 
on the westerly side of Himelfarb Street was approved by the 
Board. This plan shows 15 single-family house lots. 

Amendments were made to the Subdivision Rules and 
Regulations of the Planning Board. 

Twenty Approval Not Required Plans were reviewed and 
approved by the Board.

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‘PHE SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


I hereby submit my first annual report to the School 
Committee and community which encompasses the period of 
my appointment from May 20, 1985 through December 31, 
1985. 

As your new Superintendent of Schools, I would like to take 
this opportunity to briefly outline my goals and objectives for 
the Millis Public Schools. 

While the educational process is developing in a positive 
direction, there are three areas of concern to which I shall 
direct my attention: 

First, is in the area of curriculum development and 
district-wide coordination. For our children to receive an 
optimum educational experience here in Millis, all grade 
levels and disciplines must reflect current methodology and 
the most comprehensive correlation possible. The second 
area, concerns support staff for our school administrators. 
To truly accomplish the first objective, it becomes impera- 
tive to address this issue as quickly as possible. School dis- 
tricts today are faced with overwhelming demands from all 
levels of government to document and account for the daily 
functions of a school. Valuable time can be lost complying 
with these necessary mandates. Administrators need to be 
utilizing their time and creative energies by planning pro- 
grams, evaluating curriculum, supervising staff and by 
maintaining constant contact with teachers, students and 
the community. These important administrative responsi- 
bilities become extremely difficult to attain when there is 
little or no support staff to assist them with the daily opera- 
tion of their schools. 


Thirdly, the upgrading of school buildings and grounds is 
an area which also must be addressed in the years ahead. We 
have recently conducted a preliminary inventory of the 
physical plants within the school district, which is con- 
tained in a Three Year Building Maintenance Report, and 
submitted to the School Committee. It is apparent that this 
matter must also receive the highest priority as we plan for 
the future. In that vein, the School Committee has recently 
retained the services of an architectural firm to complete a 
comprehensive study for the proposed renovations of the 
Clyde Brown, Memorial and Middle/High School buildings. 
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The above areas outlined, are the needs of the utmost 
importance as I see them. I am most encouraged by the 
public responses I have received inmy short tenure as Super- 
intendent of Schools. It is my personal belief, that, because 
of the caring attitude and desire for academic excellence 
which has constantly been expressed by many parents, the 
community understands, and will support the goals and 
direction I have outlined for the Millis Public Schools. 

The following paragraphs are highlights of programs and 
events which have taken place in our schools during the 
1985/1986 academic year. 

The official high school enrollment as of October 1, 1985, 
was 319 students. This represents a decrease of 24 students 
from one year ago. It is anticipated that these numbers are 
stabilizing and except for one or two years of low enrollment, 
the overall high school population should remain fairly sta- 
ble in the future. 

Millis High School and the International Club welcomed 
three foreign exchange students this year. Ann-Sofie Gal- 
jaard, a Grade 12 student from Sweden, is residing with Mr. 
and Mrs. Joel Hedlund and family at 25 Island Road. Ber- 
nardino Sacristan, also a grade 12 student from Spain is 
residing with Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Hatch of 50 Bow Street. 
Also attending and enrolled in the tenth grade is Keiko 
Tsuchiya from Japan. She is living with Mr. and Mrs. Ted 
Isensee of 277 Ridge Street. This represents the largest 
number of foreign exchange students that we have had here 
in Millis in any given year as well as the broadest scope of 
cultures our students have been exposed to. 

The Class of 1985 graduated 79 students in what has to be 
one of the most unusual graduation ceremonies held in 
years. Seventy-five percent of the class has been accepted 
and are pursuing an advanced education at various colleges 
and universities while an additional ten percent have been 
accepted and are attending two and three year schools for a 
total of eighty-five percent. 

A number of firsts occurred this year, one of which appears 
to be a first step in mutual and regional cooperation with 
regards to the expansion of student scholastic opportunities. 
The Advanced Placement Physics course normally taught 
in Millis was not offered this year due to a lack of student 
subscription. As a result, two of our students are taking the 
course at Medfield High School on a tuition-waived basis. 
The Millis and Medfield administrators, in working out the 
details, have agreed that this kind of mutual cooperation 
will go along way in maximizing opportunities for students. 
Other courses will be looked at in the future. 
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The curriculum has also been enhanced this year through 
the town’s funding of a new computer science ehovatneint 
the high school. The lab consists of 20 new Apple Ile comput- 
ers and has made it possible for the school to offer expanded 
opportunities in the area of computer applications courses; 
more specifically, data base management, spread sheets, 
and word processing. Computers are playing a significant 
role in the education of Millis High School students, as well 
as in the education of the staff, since several courses have 
been taught to the members of the staff on the use of comput- 
ers and their applications in the classroom. 


Another course which was introduced on a more formal 
level is an SAT verbal prep course. We are also planning to 
expand this with a math component in the future. 

1985 also saw the introduction of a new guidance curricu- 
lum, a curriculum thatis offered quarterly by grade level and 
is taught in the classroom by the guidance counselors. There 
is a separate course outline for each grade level in which the 
counselors are provided an opportunity to disseminate per- 
tinent grade level information as well as provide a forum for 
group discussions. 

Millis High School was distinguished in having one of its 
Grade 12 students, Chris Collins of 103 Curve Street, elected 
as a representative to the State’s Student Advisory Council. 
The Student Advisory Council is an organization that 
represents the students’ views on education to the State 
bureaucracy. Chris was elected by his peers in that group to 
represent them as the student voting member on the State 
Board of Education. This is quite an honor, and Chris has 
been fulfilling his role both confidently and competently. 

Another first for Millis this year was the introduction of 
girls’ soccer. Although only a junior varsity team was fielded 
and their record was dismal, the attitude and the support of 
those involved foreshadow a lengthy tenure for girls’ soccer 
in the Town of Millis. 

After 23 years of dedicated service to the Millis Public 
Schools, Jane Rogers, secretary to the principal, retired. We 
all wish Mrs. Rogers good health and happiness in her 
retirement. 

There were many new staff members added to the Middle 
School last year. We welcomed a new resource teacher for a 
half year, a new eighth grade math teacher, a new art 
teacher, a new guidance counselor, a new school nurse, the 
return of Mrs. Maguire to home economics, a new school 
secretary and a new Principal. 
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i t proved invaluable for the Middle 

Beene SECC e TIS had an active Parent Advisory 
senoe ene of the projects the P.A.C. accomplished was the 
Fone qual Middle School Italian Dinner. Monies raised are 
used to support arts programs and enrichment programs. It 
was an enjoyable evening asit provided us an opportunity to 
open our doors to the citizens of Millis. 

The Middle School organized a parent volunteer system 
for the Middle/High School library. Library services were 
outstanding last year, in large part, because of parents. Two 
parents, Mrs. Joan Hernon and Mrs. Karen Verch helped the 
sixth grade program by co-teaching sixth grade Junior 
Great Books. Parent involvement is necessary to run our 
schools and it is our hope to expand our volunteer program. 

The students became involved in new activities/clubs dur- 
ing the school year. The National Junior Honor Society, 
sponsored by our new math teacher, Mrs. Kathy Clark, 
initiated an eighth grade Washington trip. Millis cannot 
possibly be any prouder of a group of students. They main- 
tained a high level of cooperation, spirit, courtesy and 
responsibility. We ran numerous dances sponsored by Mrs. 
Sperandio’s student council for Middle Schoolers last year. 
The math team initiated Middle School involvement in a 
competitive math team and we continued to offer a Gifted 
and Talented Program. School year 1984-85 saw the involve- 
ment of our students in several sports activities. Student 
Council offered a fund raiser. After interviewing many stu- 
dents and listening to what they wanted for the Middle 
School, we purchased several Apple computers with the prof- 
its. Our music concerts were very successful, in large part 
because of the high level of participation by the students. In 
addition, the Middle School produced the play, Snoopy. 
Under the direction of Mrs. Shear, Mrs. Dushku and Mr. 
Miller, the students pulled together and produced a very 
entertaining evening. 

The organization of the Middle School also saw tremen- 
dous change. We elected to change the classroom configura- 
tions so that each grade was structured in back to back 
classrooms. A Team Leader concept was implemented. 
There is one Team Leader per grade. Their main responsibil- 
ities are to conduct grade meetings, monitor student pro- 
gress, develop grade identity, maintain a positive environ- 
ment and serve as a conduit between school and home. 

Student conduct and discipline became one of our highest 
priorities. A new form, the Disciplinary Action Form (D.A.F.) 
was implemented. Parents, teachers and the main office 
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received copies of the report. This system has enhanced 
_ communication between school and home and to coordinate 
_ school efforts. In addition, students are now well aware of 


expectations, consequences and their own standing. 
We initiated the parent phone system so that we could 


_ monitor student absences as part of our efforts to make sure 


students remain safe and sound. We also changed our grad- 
ing system and currently report to parents twice per term — 
a mid-term report and a report card. 

Several major changes took place in curriculum and staff 
development. Teachers participatedina workshop on, “How 
Students Learn — Brain Hemisphere Dominance”. From 
mid-winter, teachers worked together in two areas: 

Wniting ... The Process Writing technique which rein- 
forces the skill of thinking in writing across the curriculum 
and in developing a comprehensive and coordinated math 
curriculum grades 6-8. 

After discussions with teachers and parents, it became 
apparent that changes would have to be made in how stu- 
dents were scheduled. The school developed a system in 
which students no longer traveled together in groups — 
rather each subject witnessed a regrouping of students. 
Because of this new system, students were able to feed into 
and out of advanced and heterogenous classes. I believe this 
system lends itself to helping students be challenged in 
classes and lends support to maintaining discipline. 

The Honor Society began and with the help of parent 
volunteers, operates a book store. We are expanding our 
computer course offerings and we have implemented drama 
into our arts program. 

From student impetus, we witnessed a marvelous fun 
filled talent show entitled, “Night of the Performing Arts”. 

The sixth graders went to Camp Sargent — an environ- 
mental camp operated by Boston University. The students 
had a tremendous time even though the trip was cut short by 
Hurricane Gloria. Many thanks to townspeople for continu- 
ing to support the trip by purchasing raffle tickets and thank 
you parents for organizing a phone chain so that we might 
bring students to their homes safely before the hurricane 
arrived. 

The Student Council ran a magazine drive to help support 
student activities including grade trips. Students also elect- 
ed to go on several school wide field trips including a Gilbert 
and Sullivan production and our second annual trip to the 
Nutcracker (as well as grade level field trips).

The Millis Centennial year was celebrated in the elemen- 
tary schools by a series of assemblies and other events 
feeaehoad the school year commemorating significant 
events in the community’s history and development. These = 
events included a mock election at the time of our national — 
election, a proclamation by students replicating that ofthe — 
town declaring the 100th birthday of Millis, pla:-3,apicnic,a 
talent show and a tree planting ceremony. 

The elementary schools continue to update materials and ¥ 
academic programs. A new science program was begun in 4 
grades three, four and five, and the second phase of a three 
part plan in social studies was put into place. The children in 
grades one through five benefited by having their reading 
materials replaced by new programs. In addition, the Clyde 
F. Brown School implemented a new textbook in language 4 

rts. B 
5 Achievement testing conducted at both elementary schools q 
indicated that the mean scores at all grade levels were well 
above the national averages in reading, language, spelling 
and math. 

There was a continued effort to make young people aware 
of the dangers and problems of drug and alcohol abuse. The 
Memorial School students had three programs toward this 
end including one conducted by Millis Chief of Police Albert 
Baima. 

The Parent Advisory Councils in each of the elementary 
schools continue to be a support for the staff and students 
and help in very tangible ways. Members of the P.A.C. 
volunteer as aides in and out of the classrooms, assist with 
computer instruction, help with fund raisers notably the 
book fairs, tee shirt and sweatshirt sales, bake sales, and 
teach enrichment courses to our youngsters. In addition the 
play area at the Clyde Brown School was completed. The 
equipment included swings anda jungle gym. We are grate- 
ful for their interest and assistance. 

The Department of Health Services provides a variety of 
services for members of the school community. The best 
recognized function is the provision of primary care to sick 
or injured students and staff. They perform health assess- 
ments, and collaborate with parents and physicians in con- 
tinuing medical treatment plans for individual students. 
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In compliance with Massachusetts State Law, the De- 
partment documents immunization status and maintains 
current health records for all students. Annual screening 


__ programs for vision and hearing as well as for detection of 


scoliosis are conducted and referrals made for medical eval- 
uation when appropriate. Since physical examinations are 
required for students in third, seventh and eleventh grades 
as well as for participation in interscholastic sports, the 
Department provides opportunities for students to be exam- 
ined by the school physician. 

Health Services continues to be actively involved in the 
screening and evaluation process for students in need for 
special services. They serve as resources for teachers, staff 
and parents in matters related to medical concerns and 
health education. At the Middle School level, they provide 
classroom instruction in conjunction with the physical edu- 
cation department through the sixth grade health course. In 
a joint arrangement with the home economics department, 
classroom content on infant growth and development was 
provided. A group of high school students participated in an 
exercise and weight loss program designed by the Director of 
Health Services and the High School guidance counselor. 

Future plans for programming by the Department of 
Health Services includes increased involvement with in- 
structional staff toward the development of a system wide 
health education curriculum. 

Thanks are extended to the administrators, Mr. Paul Brun- 
elle, High School Principal; Mr. Stephen Hinds, Middle 
School Principal; Mr. Thomas Deffley, Elementary School 
Principal; for their assistance to me in preparing much of the 
information contained in this report. Best wishes are also 
extended to Mr. Raymond Lanthier, Principal of the Clyde 
Brown School, and Mr. Richard Cass, Director of Pupil Per- 
sonnel Services for their professional dedication and com- 
mitment to our students during their many years in the 
Millis Public Schools. 

We are again pleased to report that our food service pro- 
gram continues to provide appealing and nutritional lunches 
for our students. We appreciate the dedication, commitment 
and good management of the entire food service staff under 
the capable direction of Mrs. Marge Feccia. Claire Clewes,

The largest project undertaken by several vocational 
trades is nearing completion.

The brick foundation was repaired, and the old chim- 
ney was removed and replaced by the masons. Plumbers 
have installed a totally new heating system including the 
furnace, kitchen and restroom facilities. The exterior and 
interior office space was worked on by the electricians and 
carpenters, transforming the building into a museum with 
the upper portion utilized by the North Attleboro/Plainville 
Chamber of Commerce.

MILLIS BECAME A TOWN February 24, 1885. It 
was on this date the people of a small country village 
beginning on the west bank of the Charles River, just 
23 miles from Boston were rejoicing over a legislative 
decision which divided into two parts the community 
which had existed as the Town of Medway for 172 
years. 


THE CHIEF REASON for the separation of East 
Medway (Millis) from Medway Village and West 
Medway, as stated in the petition to the General 
Court, was the existence of the Black Swamp, a two- 
mile barrier between the two areas. 


AT THE TIME OF INCORPORATION, Millis was 
described as having a “taxable” acreage of 6,414, 
mostly agricultural, one church (Christ 
Congregational), a chapel, (Rockuille), three 
schoolhouses, the Adams School, where the new fire 
and police station is located. the Ellice School, in 
Rockville, and the Daniell School at the corner of 
Ridge and Orchard streets; a public library. a public 
hall, a railroad station, two post offices, an engine 
house and fire department, three grocers, two grist 
mills, a market, two cider and vinegar factories, a 
church organ manufactory, a broom factory, “and 
sufficient number of experienced men competent to 
manage town affairs.” 


THE POPULATION of the town was listed at 683, 
and the number of dwellings at 171 


THE TOWN WAS NAMED for Lansing Millis, a 


Prominent businessman and railroad executive from 
New York 


IT 1S SAID THAT MR. MILLIS, on a visit here, 
was so taken with the peaceful country atmosphere 
of the town and the friendliness of the people that he 
purchased two of the oldest homesteads in the area 
and incorporated them into one of the finest dairy 
farms in the state, the Oak Grove Farm, which was 
located on Exchange Street, near Island road 


HE WAS CHOSEN as the first moderator and 


chairman of the Board of Selectmen for the new 


town and died less than three months after the 
Incorporation 


PRIOR TO 1713, all of the area now co: 
Millis and Medway were a part of Medfield. 


King Philip and his warriors in 1676, after they 
set fire to Medfield, destroying half of the town 
killing 17 people. 


THERE WERE SIX FAMILIES in the Millis area at 
that time, and most of them along with the Sherbs 
families fled to the Stone House when the ni 
Medfield's plight became known. Later that ye 
Philip was killed and hostile Indians were seen mo 
more in this area. 


FOR OVER HALF OF A CENTURY the peo) 
this side attended worship and civic affairs 
Medfield, but eventually the hardships imposed 
the distance and the river led to a request 
partition, and in 1713 the Town of Medway be: 
@ separate municipality with a population of around. 
300 individuals. 


SINCE THE EAST MEDWAY, (Millis) area wa 
the first to be settled, it was here that the first Meel 
House was built on Bare Hill (now part of Prosp 
Hill Cemetary), and here the first civic activities 
conducted. 


AS THE POPULATION EXPANDED through 
the Medway and West Medway sections, to 
meetings were held alternately within the thi 
villages. However, the difficulty of travel between 
the areas led to many differences. and finally to the 
decision for separation in 1885. 


TODAY, 100 YEARS LATER, Millis has emerged: 
from the era of gravel paths, one-horse shays and 
kerosene lamps to take her place proudly among 
“big” little towns within the Commonwealth. 


THE POPULATION at the beginning of 1984 
7,000 and the number of dwelling units was 2.4 
homes. 


MILLIS LOOKS AHEAD with confidence. Our 
townspeople will continue to perpetuate its past 
sense of history and community in the years to come.

MILLIS — Cheers and tears were 
the order of the evening as almost 
five hundred residents and friends 
of Millis celebrated the 100th 
anniversary of their incorporation. 
The cheers were for the banquet 
committee, under the.direction of 
George and Regina Cassidy, who 
worked long and hard to provide the 
magnificent setting, program, de- 
corations and memorable evening 
for all. 

The Medfield Legion Hall was de- 
corated in Millis’ red and white 
motif with a large Happy Birthday 
Millis, 1885-1985, visible behind 
the head table. There were stream- 
ers, balloons and historical posters, 
which transformed the hall for the 
affair. Committee members in- 
cluded Susanne Smith, Maryanne 
Maloney, Dot Santos, Nancy Prue, 
Dot Howley, Lorraine Burnett, 
Susan Connely, Janet Walsh, Bar- 
bara Hoffman, Larry Bergen, Tom 
Flanagan, Jack Henderson and 
Dominic Zonfrelli 

Highlights of the evening were 
ongoing. Chairman of the banquet 
committee, George Cassidy pres- 
ided as Master of Ceremonies and 
introduced Selectman Hindy Rosen- 
feld as Selectman Liaison In Charge 
of Committees. 

Mrs. Rosenfeld welcomed Mem- 
bers of the Clergy, Reverend Hick- 
ey, Rabbi Roth, Reverend Bruce 
Stevens, Senator Kerry, Senator 
Locke and Representative Wood- 
ward and everyone present honored 
guests. She gave a brief history of 
early Millis, saying that “Its 683 
population in 1885 has grown to 
7,000 - Millis citizens all - who share 
our trials and tribulations - and our 
pride.”

Mary Gavin, lifelong resident of 
Millis, brought on the tears of the 
evening with her unforgettable 
talk, “Representing the old Millis.”

Jimmy Stewart began his speech at the President’s Gala _ 
by saying “I guess I’m here to represent the ‘old’ Holly- : 
wood’. Well — I guess I’m here to represent the ‘old’ Millis. 
Although my roots don’t go back as far as some of yours do, 
my grandfathers did settle here around 1890. My parents 
were educated and married here and I was born herein 1913. _ 


George has asked me to say a little about what Millis was _ 


like when I was growing up. 

My first memories date back to around 1918, when there 
were about 350 homes here, a sizeable portion of the land was 
devoted to dairy farming and to agriculture, and the town 
budget was around $55,000. Most of the men in the commun- 
ity were either farmers or were employed in one of the three 
big industries in town — the J.M. Herman Shoe Co., the 
Clicquot Club, and the Safepack. I’ve always been amazed 
when someone would say he had never heard of Millis. In 
those days our industries put us on the map. Herman shoes 
have been worn by servicemen from the time of the Spanish- 
American War and Clicquot Club ginger ale, shipped all over 
the world, has quenched the thirsts of many peoples. 

Most of the homes had electricity, but there were few con- 
veniences. Washday on Monday was an all-day affair. 
Mothers could be found, still bent over the wash tub, scrub- 
bing away, when the children came in from school. Clothes, 
hung outside to dry, often froze to the lines. Cooking was 
done either on small kerosene burners or on big, black iron 
stoves heated by wood or coal. I don’t know how the ovens 
were regulated, but I’ll vouch for the results. 

he ice man delivered ice, cut from Walker’s Pond, in 40 to 
50 1b. chunks which he carried into the house on his back and 
put into what we called an icebox, with its ever-overflowing 
drip pan. Kids would congregate on the street when they saw 
the ice truck approaching, hoping to get one of the shavings 
to chew on. If the iceman was having a good day, he might 
even chip off enough for everyone, 
There were no vacuum cleaners then and many house- 
wives had the practice of putting their rugs out on the line for 
Spring and fall cleaning, It became the happy lot of the 


children to beat them until they were dustfree. It used up a lot 
of energy, too, 
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Food shopping was much easier in those days. Clerks from 
the two groceries in town, Burtt’s and Holbrook’s, went 
around each morning taking orders from their particular 
customers and delivered them later in the day. Fresh cuts of 
meat from Mr. Oliver’s meat wagon and fresh fish every 
Thursday from Bill Thorne’s fish truck were as close as your 
back door. Some families bought their milk from near-by 
farms, and it was the children’s chore to carry the bottles 
there each evening to be filled. Milk wasn’t homogenized at 
this time, and later, when there was home delivery, it was a 
common sight in winter to see the bottles on the back steps 
with three or four inches of frozen cream pushing up the 
bottle caps. 

Deliveries were made by horse and wagon. Many of the 
streets, even in the center of the town, were only dirt roads, 
and the only cement sidewalk went from Cole’s Corner to the 
Station and was nicknamed the Baby Ribbon because it was 
so narrow. Snow removal was not as easy a job as it is now. 
Tractors were used and they frequently got stuck necessitat- 
ing a lot of hand shoveling. Sometimes it would be two or 
three days before outlying districts such as Stony Plain were 
finally opened up. 

The drug store was also the paper store and an ice cream 
parlor. Doc Purdy, who ran it, was not a pharmacist, so every 
afternoon he would have to take the two o’clock street car to 
Medfield, get the day’s prescriptions filled there, and return 
by four o’clock. 

There were two “dry goods” stores, Clark’s and Rosen’s, 
and Mrs. Whiting’s Hat Shop, and I’m sure many families 
were able to be completely outfitted without having to go 
shopping out of town. 

The Telephone Exchange was housed in a private home 
and calling was very simple. You didn’t have to know the 
number, you'd just ask the operator for Susie Smith or Mary 
Jones or whomever you wanted. She’d be apt to answer, “She 
has gone to Boston today,” or “She’s visiting her sister — I'll 
ring her there for you.” One ex-operator told me that one of 
her greatest thrills was the first time Christian Herter, who 
later became President Eisenhower’s Secretary of State, 
rang up and asked her to connect him with The White House. 

The only mail delivery was the RFD. The rest of us had to 
go to the Post Office, which was then near Holbrook Square. 
I remember in winter we'd try to get there just as Mr. 
Duhamel was picking up the outgoing mail bags for the 4:30 
train to Boston. If we were lucky we might squeeze on his 
pung and hitch a ride as far as the station. 

Train service was excellent. We even had one out at mid- 
night to accommodate those who wanted to enjoy an even- 
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5 oe ity. There was also street car service between Ded- 
See in This was especially nice in summer with 
nts imagine some of the prices which prevailed 
then, Ie crenm cones were ive ents You zo ima ponds of 
ra quarter, postage on le 
ea Saat ne cent. I still go into the Post Office and ask 
for penny post cards — they tell me that I’m dating myself. 
Papers were two cents each, and there were many to choose 
from — The Boston Globe, the Post, the Herald, the Traveler, 
the Transcript, and the Record. We even had our own weekly 
he Millis Gazette. 

Pe tarted school in 1918 in the old AMemaGereen which 
stood where the police station is now. My first teacher was 
Mildred Mitchell King and she made going to school a won- 
derful adventure. The superintendent was a delightful old 
gentleman named Mr. Ames. He loved to visit classes and 
ask questions. If your answer was correct, your reward wasa 
bright, shiny penny. I also remember that there was no 
indoor plumbing. Winters were cold then and what a nui- 
sance it was to have to bundle up to go outside to that 
six-holer. It didn’t take long to chill your “you know what”. 
The school population was 250, the total school budget was 
$12,000, and the average salary for teachers was $600. 

I recall Mr. Warren Clark, one of Millis’ Civil War Veter- 
ans, visiting school and participating in our Memorial Day 
Exercises. How awed we were that someone who had fought 
in that long ago conflict was still living. 

This was also the year that World War I ended, and I can 
still hear the church bells ringing and feel the excitement of 
that first Armistice Day. 

With the passage of the 19th Amendment women were 
able to take their rightful place in government. In 1921 Mrs. 
Richardson and Mrs. Enegren were the first women to be 
appointed to a Town Committee, and Mrs. Burtt, the first 
Millis woman to run for public office, was elected to the 
School Committee. 

Radio made its debut about this time and Mr. Clarence 
Thorne owned the first set in town. His front lawn was a 
favorite gathering place for sports-enthusiasts, straining to 
catch the broadcast of a Dempsey-Tunney fight. 

I entered High School in 1924, Mr. Brown’s first year in 
Millis. His devoted service to the town until his retirement in 
1951 probably affected the lives of more Millis students than 
ae of any other person. Changes followed rapidly under his 
a seat Team sports were played for the first time and in 

erst teacher-coach was hired. History was made the 
next year when Millis beat Medfield 108 to 0 in that famous 
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or infamous football game. I’m sure that at least one of the 
players in that game is here tonight. Students were always 
addressed as Miss Smith or Mr. Jones. I like the informality 
ofthe present much better. In 1928 the Washington Trip was 
inaugurated. That first year it was only a weekend excur- 
sion, but in later years developed into a five-day trip which 
provided hundreds of Millis students with a wonderful expe- 
rience and many happy memories. More than one faculty 
romance blossomed on these trips, too. Admission to college 
was relatively easy in the 20’s. There were no SAT’s. If you 
could serape up the tuition, about $250 a year, you could 
probably get in. 

So many memories flood back about those years: Girl 
Scout activities under the remarkable leadership of Mrs. 
Flora B. Mundy, Mrs. Darling’s dancing class, sliding on 
Fisher’s Hill, skating at Walker’s Pond, band concerts by the 
Clicquot Bank, the gypsies who camped each year on Dover 
Road, the Jewish hotels filled to capacity with Boston folk 
vacationing in the country, movies on Saturday night at 
Snow’s Hall, the Sacco-Venzetti Trial, when the homes of 
Sheriff Coldwell and Juror Harry King had to be guarded 
day and night, the Charles overflowing its banks to such an 
extent that one could take a boat ride down what is now 
called Route 109. 

When I joined the School System in 1935, the new class- 
rooms, gym and auditorium were already in use. There were 
no banks in town and I remember what a scramble it was to 
make the Medfield Coop. bank before its three o’clock closing 
hour in order to cash those all-important pay checks. Millis 
had weathered the depression better than many other towns, 
mainly due to government shoe orders at Herman’s. The 
population was now 2100, you could buy a new car for $800, 
and gas was eight gallons for $1. The starting salary for a 
teacher was $1000 and there was a $200 differential between 
men’s and women’s salaries for equivalent assignments, but 
this was done away with in the early 40’s. We were ahead of 
the ERA. 

Change came slowly but the years passed quickly. Then 
came Pearl Harbor, World War II and Millis men and women 
proudly fought all over the globe. With peace came growth 
and change. 

From the very beginning Millis has been home to peoples 
of many ethnic backgrounds. The Irish arrived in this once 
Yankee town even before it was separated from Medway, and 
they were soon followed by people of Italian, Jewish, German 
and many other origins. These varied groups have always 
lived in harmony and with a deep appreciation for each 
other’s heritages. Rudy King is remembered by different per- 
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sons for different reasons. I remember him and salute him for 
being the person responsible for bringing Millis in the early 
20’s it first black citizen, Dr. Beasley. 

Religion has played an important role in making Millis 
what itis. Congregational services were held here as early as 
the 1700's, the Jewish people dedicated their synagogues in 
1910, and the Catholics and Episcopals held services in 
Grange Hall long before their respective churches were built. 
There has always been tolerance, understanding, and coop-" 
eration among these different faiths. Ecumenism existed 
here before it was fasionable. 

I was born here. I have thoroughly enjoyed my years here. 
Now that we are retired, people are always asking, “When 
are you going to move to the Cape? or to Florida? or wher- 
ever?” My answeris, “I hope lam lucky enough to live out my 
days here, in the town I love, where I can go uptown and be 
sure of meeting someone who remembers the things that I 
remember and has time to stop and chat about them.”

Miccis CenTENMNIAL BANQUET 
February 24, 1085 


As we start our Millis Centennial Year, maybe a few of my 
memories will prompt similar memories to many of you. — 

George asked me to say a few words about what Millis 
means to me — kind of as a representative of those of you who 
moved to Millis after World War IT. I asked myself, why did 
we new people — George called me a carpetbagger —move to 
Millis? Some, I guess, knew or were related to Millis citizens. 
Others I guess, were acquainted with the country atmos- 
phere of the town and in the 1950’s knew that homes in Millis 
sold for considerably less than homes in communities closer 
to Boston. Not my wife and I, we didn’t fit any of these 
categories — mostly because we had never heard of Millis. 


Nance and I drove to Millis in March of 1956 during one of 
those unexpected but record-setting snow blizzards. Two 
weeks previous to that date, we had never heard of Millis, but 
at the urging of my fellow worker, Grant Ellis, we drove out 
one Sunday to have dinner at his house. Nance and I were 
not married that March, but were engaged and planned to be 
married in May of that year. We left the suburban country- 
side of Milton and drive out Route 128 to Route 1A and picked 
up Route 115in Norfolk. All the while we were driving to this 
unknown town in the western wilderness, my fiancee kept 
looking out at the blinding snow and muttering ... “If you 
think I’m going to marry you and move out here, you are 
crazy!” 

Of course, the wedding came and went and we really did 
buy a house in Millis — the same house we live in now — just 
two doors down from Grant Ellis on Route 115 (known in 
more elegant terms as Plain Street). 

There were a few touchy moments to the start of our lives in 
the country. When we arranged with the telephone company 
to have aphone connected and were advised of the exchange 
— 376 in those days stood for FR-6 “FRONTIER”. I mean 
FRONTIER — our parents just laughed. Even carpetbaggers 
(or late bloomers as we prefer to refer to ourselves) were 
chagrined when the St. Thomas Church staged a variety 
Re pnd advertised widely the coming of “The Frontier 

ae of us coming from Milton, we did not consider our- 
Selves city people. Like everyone else, we had done our share

of country living. Still there were some country living expe- 
riences for which we were not prepared. The first country 
crisis — homes were not sewered and we were definitely not 
prepared for septic system backups — especially when the 
system leaks into the middle of the clothesline area. Aha, the 
rich aromas of country life! We knew about farms and ani- 
mals but another aromatic experience awaiting us (many, 
many times over the years) was that of the farmer who 
always fertilizes exactly when the wind shifts across the 
field away from him and toward you know who. This always 
coincided with a fresh wash hung on the line so you’d have 
clean, cool, fresh-smelling sheets for the bed. Sure. Wash 
them again! 

One of the early more unique experiences we had was an 
unusual reveille. You all remember Arthur Smith’s animals, 
and the propensity for his electric fence to develop holes 
though which his horses and cows and bull sometimes wan- 
dered. Very, very early one morning shortly after moving 
into our house, two of Smitty’s cows wandered into the yard, 
through the soft, as-yet-unfixed leaching field area, and one 
waltzed (I don’t actually know that he waltzed, but it must 
have been some balancing act) up the bulkhead, poked his 
head in the open window and mooed — loudly. Ever seen two 
new country bumpkins jump? That was definitely not some- 
thing that happened very often near East Milton Square. 

One pleasant country memory isin the fall and wintertime 
watching a beautiful male pheasant and his dowdy lady 
stroll up from Smitty’s field — actually walk right up our 
flagstone steps, out the driveway, across the street to feast on 
the berry bushes that line Joe Hersey’s yard on the corner of 
Village and Plain St. After an hour or so the procession 
would reverse and they'd return home to the fields. 

Since we moved to Millis in 1956, the population has more 
than doubled (standing now at 7000+). The Junior-Senior 
High School was constructed and expanded as was the 
Library and Police/Fire Station on Main Street. Cliquot 
Club became Cott and is now Ann & Hope’s warehouse facil- 
ity. Hodes Supermarket was constructed, turned into the 9 to 
9 and is now M & M Star. There was an old bowling alley 
purchased by St. Thomas for a church hall. Our little Post 
Office moved into the new building on Main Street above 
LaCroix’s Corner. We’ve seen Millis produce some outstand- 
ing school sports teams and one of the best music programs 
in the state. 

Our street has become a little more sophisticated — we are 
sewered and have sidewalks. These and other enhancements 
to the community living have helped but are not the things 
making us so fond of the town. The overriding factor is that 
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the “country” environment is still pretty much what it was 
back in 1956. I can look out my back door, across almost a 
mile of farmland with abundant wildlife — redwing black- 
birds, Canadian geese, pheasants, hawks, cardinals. 

I can walk the streets of this town at night safely. I don’t 
need to travel great distances to see spectacular fall foliage or 
appreciate sunrises and sunsets of immense beauty. The air 
is clean. Fishing and canoeing are interesting and challeng- 
ing and there is some of the best hiking and nature-walking 
land in the state. 

Most of all, I like the people of Millis. The Bergens were not 
residents when Millis was founded, but I hope we'll be 
represented for the next century. I won’t be here then, but I’m 
glad I’m here now.

Clean-Shaven Men, Beware 
As Millis Centennial Nears!

MILLIS— As the cars, ten-wheelers, and pickups whoosh 
down Main Street with the same regularity as is customary, 
you might amble along with a sense of false security that you 
are indeed living in twentieth century Millis. As you walk to 
your car, holding a 1985 daily paper beneath your arms, you 
believe with certainty and conviction that on your person you 
carry the real date, the real year and the real time. 

As resident of Millis, citizen of the twentieth century, you 
might find yourself befuddled when suddenly confronted by 
the High Sheriff flashing his badge and requesting your per- 
mit. “What permit?” you ask, slightly bemused. “What per- 
mit? Ignorance of the law is no excuse,” he rejoins and 
promptly arrests you. Your protestations, your invocations of 
being a law-abiding citizen will be of no avail as you are led to 
the portable jail and carried to the stocks to publicly serve 
time for your criminal activities. Once locked in, you will have 
lime to puzzle out your crime. 

Will you be one of the surprised? If you sport no beard, and 
carry no shaving permit, you may find yourself the central 
character in such a scenario as Millis turns back the clock to 
1885. Remember, in 1885, there is no Miranda clause. 
Nobody will have to read you your rights. The High Sheriff 
and his deputies, all members of the Brothers of the Brush, 
will be sporting beards and enforcing Centennial Law. Clean 
shaven males must purchase a shaving permit or be publicly 
humiliated and/or fined. 

On Saturday, Feb. 9, Dick and Betty Barrett hosted a 
shaving permit and Brothers registration in the American 
Legion Hall on Curve Street. By noontime, 38 male residents 
had purchased shaving permits, and 18 had registered as 
Brothers of the Brush. The fee charged is $2. For those who 
missed this registration, another will be held on Feb. 23 at the 
American Legion Hall on Curve Street between the hours of 
10 a.m. and 2 p.m. 

Dick Barrett explained, “Shaving permits and Brothers of 
the Brush are a traditional part of towns celebrating signifi- 
cant anniversaries. It will all be done in the spirit of fun in an 
effort to get the community involved in the Centennial cele- 
bration. On Feb. 23, the permits themselves will be issued.” 

Barrett also noted that on Wednesday, Feb. 20, he will 
attend the selectmen’s meeting to obtain their permission to 
bury an oversized, straight edge razor made by the Milford 
Brothers of the Brush, on town-owned property. 

Hear ye! Hear ye! Male residents of Millis, purchase your 
shaving permits or grow a beard or mustache and sideburns. 
If caught without your hirsute covering, you will face the 
consequence bare!

The Razor’s Dead— 
Or Is It Hibernating?

MILLIS— The words were solemn. The speeches held fun- 
eral rhythms. The straight edge razor of the Brothers of the 
Brush was paid due respect as it lay in state at the American 
Legion Hall on Friday evening, March 8. The razor, respect- 
fully guarded by the gloved hands of Bill Botterman and Gary 
Ouellette, was keenly watched to prevent the Brothers from 
surrounding communities from stealing it before the fineral 
and burial could take place on Saturday afternoon outside the 
Millis Town Hall. ph 

The wake and burial were part of a tradition common to 
area communities celebrating their centennial and bicenten- 
nial birthdays. The Brothers of the Brush with chapters in 
several towns, are self-appointed overseers of good times, 
old-fashioned customs, and friendly hijincks during the cele- 
brations. The burial of the razor means that for the remainder 
of the centennial celebration, shaving will be banned except 
by special permit. 

In Millis, over 100 mourners were present to pay last 
respects to the razor. Each passed by the coffin with quiet 
utterances, questions and bowed heads. The mock mournful- 
ness did not last all evening, however, as plans for the Broth- 
ers’ activities during the Centennial celebration were passed 
from one to another. “This is great fun. It’s like having a 
license to be a kid again,” stated Bob Healey, cochairman of 
the Brothers. “We have. some great consequénces planned. 
We've built outhouses, and a portable jail will be finsihed 
soon.” As contingents of brothers from Milford, Southboro, 
and Franklin arrived, the wake turned into a party with eve- 
ryone’s spirits riding high. The quards,.it should be noted, 
never left their station, performing their sworn duty to protect 
the razor from would-be thieves and vigilantes. Their vigil was 
successful as all discovered at the funeral service the next 
afternoon. 

The funeral procession, led by Police Chief Al Baima in his 
cruiser, and Dick Barret in proper funeral attire, proceeded 
from the American Legion Hall down Exchange Street to the 
town hall where the grave had already been prepared. 
Approximately 200 residents participated as Dick Barrett, 
Gordon Westwater, Larry McCarthy, Al Baima and Ed Ker- 
win spoke on behalf of the departed. Heckling was initiated by 
the Dinglehole Witches who maintained the razor was being 
illegally buried without permit. Ed Kerwin’s presence as 
Judge of Centennial Millis was requested. He decided in favor 
of the Brothers when he learned the permit had most proba- 
bly been stolen by the very same witches bringing charges. He 
Promised them a consequences on Judgment Sunday. The 
razor was finally laid to rest as the diggers flung the dirt back 


into the grave. May it rest in peace, undisturbed by moonlight 
visitors with mischief in their hearts!

Court Sentencing Set for 
Centennial Pranksters 


MILLIS— An arraignment was held recently by the Brothers 
of the Brush and Belles & Beaux at the Legion Building on 
Curve Street. 

Judge Edward Kerwin, Sr. presided while those arrargned 
listened to the charges brought against them from Sherrif 
Larry McCarthy and Deputy Bob Shultz. 

Legion Hall was filled to overflowing as offenders were 
brought before Judge Kerwin. Danny Smith, Esq. and Danny 
Colello, Esq. served as attorneys for two of the defendants. 
Those charged appeared by subpoena and were told bya 
stern judge that they must appear in court for sentencing on 
Saturday, March 30 at 7 p.m. at a location to be determined 
and announced later. Kerwin, judge of the Brothers, had 
concurrence from Jean LaCroix, judge for the Belles. 

Bob Healy, vice chairman of the General Council, acted as 
chairman pro tem in the absence of Chairman Dick Barrett. 
Chairman Healy noted the grave charges brought against the 
defendants, including defacing property, desecration of the 
razor burial site, theft and treason. 

Healy explained the rules and regulations established by 
chapters in neighboring towns and adapted for Millis’ use. He 
told everyone present that pranks allowed within the rules of 
the organization must be carried out in good taste. He com 
mended Sheriff McCarthy and his deputies for quarding the 
razor’s burial site so zealously. Sheriff McCarthy charged 
that some of the perpetrators were apprehended while 
approaching the site with dishonorable intention. Equipment 
used by those who attempted or actually carried out misde- 
meanors was brought before the judges as evidence. Those 
accused, included the “Tow Truck Ten,” a renegade group, 
arrested in an attempt to move the grave stone; “the Fire 
Belles,” who participated ina site desecration maneuver com- 
pounded by falsification of names and charter; and the “Din- 
gle Hole Witches” for interrupting the solemnity of the razor 
burial service. As the groups were arraigned the demand for 
bail to be set, met with a protest from Attorneys Smith and 
Colello, who insisted on personal recognizance for their 
clients, and won their plea. Gifts of fruits and spirits forced 
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upon Judge Kerwin by the offenders hadno bearing onany of 
the proceedings. Judge Kerwin announced that sentencing 
will take place Saturday, March 30 and the sentences will be 
carried out on Sunday March 31. Everyone is invited to 
attend 

Fines were levied throughout the meeting. Those that 
arrived late paid the price for tardiness and those that spoke 
out-of-turn filled the coffers, Profanity had its own price and 
laughter or snickering “out of unison” brought in more money 
for the Brothers and Belles activities. During a show of hands 
two-handed voters were taken to task by Judge Kerwin, who 
set larger fines for the illegal action. . 

Almost two hours of court proceedings did nothing to 
dampen the spirit of the large crowd in attendance. Good 
humor was the order of the day as Chairman Bob Healy and 
Judge Kerwin thanked everyone present for taking part inthe 
event.

In an 1800s meeting house atmosphere, ina hall with worn 
floors, folding, slatted wooden chairs, low ceiling and 

wafting in the air, people sat shoulder to shoulder as 

“they fstened to little known bits of the town's history. 

Ema Lenz, member of the Centennial Committee, dis- 
‘cussed King Philip, the legendary Indian Chief who is purport- 
| edly responsible for burning Medfield. According to legend, 

King Philp backtracked through what is now Millis, pausing 
to watch Medfield burn from beneath the Tupelo trees on 
Dover Road. The Tupelos, arare tree in the region, have been 
| depicted by artists for generations. Lenz reported that as 
| King Philip backtracked, early settlers on the western banks 
‘of the Charles River fled for hiding spots. One elderly gentle- 
gran hid in an old stone fort and was killed, while a woman 
hiding beneath the steps of her home was undiscovered and 
fwed to tell the tale. Over the years, Philip's legend has grown 
wath many generations of Millis youth scoutng the woods on 
Dover Road during full moons only half hoping to catch a 
gienpse of King Philip's ghost ambling on horseback beneath 
the Tupelos. 

Dick Barrett, Chairman of Brothers of the Brush, spoke of 
another chapter in the town’s history when he discussed 
Holbrook Bells. Holbrook, an apprentice to Paul Revere, 
opened the foundry on the corner of Spring and Main streets 
m 1816. During the first casting, Barrett reported, Holbrook 
dismantled the walls of the Foundry so the entire community 
could watch the process. Though 11,000 bells were cast 
during the foundry’s existence, and were shipped all over the 
continental U.S. and gained a reputation here and abroad as 
the finest im the country, only one town-owned Holbrook Bell 
exists. It stands in front of the Memorial School on Main 
Street. 

Hindy Rosenfeld, selectman and Chairwoman of the Cen- 
tennia! Committee, presented a history of Millis bottles and 


made by Dot Santos. 


The second Historical Lecture and Exhibit sponsored by 
the Friends of the Millis Library was held Monday, April Ist 
at 7-30 p.m. at the American Legion Post #208 on Curve 
Street, Millis. 

The lecture featured Mr. Arthur Thorne whose discussion 
was about old Rockville and Millis as it was years ago. Mr. 
Thorne has been delighting audiences with his collection of 
slides of Millis for many years. 

As each slide flashed on the screen, newer residents of 


the world famous Cliquot Club monulacturing plant for which 
the bottles were made. She presented such bottle trivia as 
ballast bottles, whittle bottles, seamed bottles, and manga: 
nese bottles (bottles which have turned purple in the suntiqht 
due to the manganese content). She discussed bottle tops 
ranging from corks, to marble-ring pressure tops, while 
porcelain ring tops and of course, the ones we know best, 
crowned caps. Crowned caps were first used in 1895 having 
been researched for 10 years prior to use, she noted. 

Cliquot Club, (which became so well known that when the 
trains passed through, Millis was referred to as Cliquot, 
Mass), used all of the varied bottle styles during its lenathy 
history. Rosenfeld reported that Charles LaCroix was the 
founder of the company in 1891 when cider was the only 
product bottled and sold. Lansing Millis noticed that once the 
cider season had passed, the machines lay idle until the next 
season. He sent LaCroix intoa bottling plant In Boston where 
he learned to make a variety of flavors. With a pure natural 
water source available, and the knowledge to make varied 
flavors, sparkling cider was dropped and gingerale and other 
varieties of sparkling beverages became the product line, The 
small business grew at a leisurely rate until the depression 
years of 1893-94. Business slumped to such an extent that 
“Horace Cushman was the only employee. He bottled one 
day, and sold the next,” stated Rosenfeld. . 

However, it was when Earl Kimbell acquired the plant that 
Cliquot’s real success story began. He maintained the high 
quality standard established by LaCroix and Lansing Millis 
and Cliquot Club became the standard of quality in the field of 
solt drinks. By 1938, the Millis plant was inadequate to handle 
product demand and Cliquot found bottling homes in over 
100 US. cities as well as South America, Philippines, Japan, 
and Nassau. Cliquot Boy posters and billboards were every- 
where, and in Times Square, N.Y., a Cliquot Boy neon sign 
one city block long and six stories high flashed alongside 
some of the biggest names in America. At one point, the little 
Cliquot Boy had a girlfriend, and for trivia enthusiasts, her 
name was “Lotta Sparkle.” By the early 1970s, Cliquot Club 
was sold to Cott Corporation who chose to close the Millis 
plant, and with it a chapter of Millis history closed.

Millis listened intently as Arthur Thorne noted the building 
or area, its location, and use in “the olden days”, while resi- 
dents of long standing reminisced about days gone by.

Cane Award. Millis’ birthday was February 24, 1885. It is our understanding 
that Mary A. Bucknell's birthday was February 24, 1887 and thus we honor a 4 
double celebration in awarding this plaque to our most distinguished citizen. 

If this be coincidence, surely there is none more Meaningful for those of us who © 
represent the Town of Millis. 

In the year 1957 a former Millis Board of Selectmen had the honor of 
presenting the Boston Post Cane to Mr. John Martinson, father of Mary A. Bucknell.

Centennial Parade Plans In | 
Millis Have Been Completed 


MILLIS — At a meeting of the 
Centennial Parade Committee 
plans were finalized for the June 15 
parade. According to Dan Mundy, 
parade co-chairman, the parade 
will consist of eight divisions with 
over 1500 participants. The parade, 
which is expected to last at least 
three hours, will begin at 10 a.m.;

MILLIS—At the Centennial Pa- 
rade held in Millis both the floats 
and the high school marching 
bands were judged and awarded 


prizes. 

The Massachusetts Judges Asso- 
ciation conducted an extensive 
analysis of each band’s visual effec- 
tiveness and showmanship and its 
musical ability. Each band was 
marked according to a point sys- 
tem in six categories. 

Results of the scoring have been 
presented to each band for use in 
determining strengths and weak- 
nesses. Bands competing for the 
$300 first prize, $200 second prize 
and third place $100 prize were 
high schools from Ashland, Black- 
stone Millville, Franklin, Belling- 
ham, King Philip, Medway and 
Medfield. The first prize winner 
was King Philip Regional High 
School with highest point scores in 
all six categories. 

Second prize was awarded to 
Bellingham and third prize went to 
Medway High School. 


Floats were judged by Anne 
Baima and her committee includ- 
ing Don Graves, Craig Lichman, 
William A. Vallente, Joanne Tiberi, 
and Chris Davis. The most original 
float was the eagle “Freedom” 
sponsored by the Amvets Post 495 
from Millis. “Miss Millis” sponsor- 
ed by the Millis Brook Greenhouse, 
was judged most beautiful. The 
craftsmanship award was won by 
the Charles River Traders and the 
Fire Belles for their float entitled 
“The Good Old Days.” “Farms of 
Millis,” sponsored by Joel Rosen- 
feld of Southend Farm showed live 
animals and won the creativity 
award. The Dinglehole Witches 
won the humor award with their 
float entitled “Witches Celebra- 
tion.” Winning floats were award- 
ed trophies. 

According to parade co-chair- 
man Dan Mundy, the word “pride” 
sums up how many Millis residents 
felt watching the parade. This feel- 
ing sums up how Millis residents 
have felt about the entire centen- 
nial celebration, as well.

HOLBROOK BELL — 19085 


The Holbrook Bell, which stands in front of the Lansing 
Millis Memorial Building, was presented to the Town of Mil- 
lis and its citizens in a Dedication Ceremony, June 15, 1985. 
The presentation of the bell took place at the conclusion of 
Millis’ Centennial Celebration by Selectman Hindy Rosen- 
feld. The bell, her gift to The Town, would stand in front of 
the office where she served as Selectman for nine years. 

Originally housed in the Methodist Church in Marlboro, 
the bell was removed when the church was razed in the early 
1970's. It had been in the possession of a gentleman since 
1972, whose business was building wrecking and materials. 

The bell weighs 1037 pounds, is 34 inches in height and has 
a diameter of 36 inches across the center of the bottom. The 
inscription on the bell is across the top portion, and reads: 
G.H. Holbrook, East Medway, Mass. 1845. 

In early January, 1984, the owner of the bell stopped at the 
Millis Town Office looking for information about Holbrook 
Bells. Mrs. Rosenfeld met with him, offered to send him 
copies of bell information, and questioned him about the bell 
in his possession. She suggested he view the bell at the 
Memorial School. They started a correspondence, and it soon 
became evident that both felt that the proper home for the 
bell in question was the Town of Millis. The owner of the bell 
wanted to sell it for $6,000. Mrs. Rosenfeld stated she would 
like to buy the bell as her gift to the Town of Millis and made 
an offer to do so. She was concerned that the bell would be 
melted down for scrap metal. 

Mrs. Rosenfeld took possession of the Holbrook Bell on 
March 2, 1984. It was placed on wooden pallets on her lawn 
until arrangements could be made to have it fitted with a 
yoke, a stand, and hardware. Designing and constructing 
the equipment to hold the bell became the task of a friend, 
Bill Anderson of Millis, who painstakingly prepared its fit- 
tings in a welding shop in Framingham. The fittings consist 
of a heavy gauge steel yoke top which sets into two inverted 
vees on both sides of the bell. The steel is painted black, and 
is aesthetically pleasing. 

The completed stand necessitated that a stone to hold the 
bell would have to be over five feet across a fairly flat top. A 
local stone was desired instead of a quarry cut stone. One 
was finally found at the Lansing Village site and moved into 
place at the Town Office Building. Mrs. Rosenfeld hired a 
monument company to sandblast the stone and prepare an 
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insert area on its front side to hold the bro:

June 15 noted the close of formalized Centennial activities with a 
time capsule burial and the lowering of the Centennial Banner. Many town, 
church, school, civic, and other organizations worked hand in hand to start 
off the last day of celebration with "The Big Parade".

To assist with traffic, parking, and emergencies, volunteers were re- 
ceived from the regular and auxiliary police officers from the following 
communities: Ashland, Bellingham, Braintree, Foxboro, Framingham, Franklin, 
Holliston, Hopkinton, Medfield, Medway, Milton, Natick, Norfolk, Plainville, 
Quincy, Shrewsbury, Walpole, Wayland, Wellesley, Westwood, Winthrop and 
Wrentham. In all, there were 135 police officers here for duty. Their 
presence contributed to the tremendous success of a day that brought some 
fifteen thousand people to Millis to view a two-and-one-half-hour parade 
that took place with very few problems. 


Additionally, members of the Massachusetts State Police Mounted Patrol 
and units from the Registry of Motor Vehicles as well as both the Norfolk and 
Middlesex County Sheriff's departments participated in the parade. 


My sincerest thanks to the aforementioned persons, the members of our 


own department, and all of our town departments and groups who put so much 
effort into making June 15, 1985 a very memorable day.

How was it done, one might ask. 
I often wonder, myself. Upon re- 
flection, I would have to say 1t was 
done quite well - after two and one 
half years of constant planning -by 
dedicated people.

We had a tow truck standing by 
along the parade route to circum- 
vent Murphy’s Law on the big day, 
donated by Bob Dixon. 

I think donated is the word I 
have to key in on here. It was a 
massive contribution of donated 
time, effort, materials and money 
that pulled it off. Barb Mundy, our 
Commemorative Sales Chairman, 
gave so much time to keep the Cen- 
tennial Shoppe open to raise the 
monies needed. Chris Davis, our 
live-in Artist, who had designed 
and drawn every one of our quality 
items went from one project to 
another in a non-stop routine for 
two years. Additionally, she work- 
ed on programs, stationary and 
over 2000 pin buttons that we made 
ourselves. Charlie Levine, our Fi- 
nance Chairman, supervised every 
penny coming in and going out.

Mary and Bill 
Anderson did so many jobs so well, 
from chairing the Time Capsule 
and gathering its contents for a 
year, to preparing my Holbrook 
Bell for presentation to the Town, 
to working on buttons, to manning 


the Centennial Shoppe on a pretty 
constant basis, and even providing 
refreshment to participating 
groups on the day of the “Bi 
Para ” 

Thathad to beit, what madeit all 
work so well! George and Regina 
Cassidy and their wonderful com- 
mittee, and the exceptional job they 
did with the Centennial Banquet. 
They hardly finished before they 
jumped right back in again to help 
with the Centennial Ball, another 
smashing success! Paul Harkey’s 
unforgettable Beauty Pageant 
Show was such a hit because of his 
committee’s untiring efforts. 

MCs Ruth Harcovitz and Bo 
Winiker donated their time to high- 
light the Pageant. Friends of the 
Library’s liaison to our committee, 
Maryjane Simpson set up Histori- 
cal Exhibits and Lectures that are 
still drawing raves. Town organi- 
zations’ contributions made up 
such a large part of the Centen- 
nial’s success. Commander Gard- 
ner Rice of Legion Post 208 chaired 
the Memorial Day Events that 
went so well. Francis “Sliver” 
Murphy worked with him and 
many others, but also contributed 
so much of his own time to help 
with evi ing. 

Additionally, he never missed 
one of our meetings, or one of our 
events with his video camera in 
tow.
